. MAYOR'S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council.— . 


It would indeed be ungrateful on my part should I fail 
at this time to acknowledge my deep appreciation of the con- 
fidence again so recently expressed in me by my fellow citi- 
zens; and for the second time it becomes my “pleasant task to 
assume the duties of Mayor of our beautiful city. 
Pittsfield, or the land upon which it stands, was blessed 
by God and nature before it was ever seen by a white man 
and we all have reason to be glad that it is our home, and you 
‘and I, gentlemen, are proud that the privilege has fallen to 
us to guard and further its interests during the coming year 
which ‘is so full of promise. 
= For one to have a part in the administration of our mu- 
 nicipal affairs is an honor that carries with it a great re- 
sponsibility and the faithful, careful consideration of the 
various questions that come before us will have much to do 
with our city’s good name and the business integrity of our 
municipal life. 

' Associated with me for the coming year there are several 
gentlemen who served in the preceding city council, and the 
knowledge gained by past experience will be of great benefit 
to the incoming administration. 

We shall miss some who have during the past year given 
generously of their time and faithfully discharged their duties. 

To those who for the first time take up the affairs of city 
life, it should. be an inspiration to know that honest effort, 
good judgment and faithful service are not only of great 

worth in themselves but also in the results and appreciation 
that they bring. 

Let us always keep in mind that the welfare of a splendid 
city has been intrusted to us and that it is our duty to main- 
tain the well earned reputation en a good and nonce! city gov- 
ernment. . 

‘Especially do I wish to call attention to the ni of 
very carefully considering every bit of legislation calling for 
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the expenditure of money. It is our duty to expend money 
for progressive improvements and necessary work, and yet it 
is also equally important to see that every expenditure shall 
be wisely made and no extravagant or useless appropriation, 
however small, allowed. 

The same unselfish service that has been given the city by 
members of former administrations should be given during the 
year 1906. Selfish or partisan thought or action should have 
no place, and our great aim should be to best serve our city 
and. to advance her welfare, settling each matter that comes 
before us by answering the question, Is it right? 

We shall consider at this time just a few of the important 
problems that are to.come up for our consideration and review 
briefly the work of some of the departments. 


FINANCES. 


In making our plans the amount and character of the 
work which we will be able to do during the year is largely 
determined by the amount of money. available. 

I therefore submit the following financial statement for 
your consideration:

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While this statement shows an increase in the temporary 
loan in anticipation of taxes during the period under consider- 
ation still by the end of the twelve-month period this increase 
will in all probability be entirely wiped out by receipts from 
taxes, and quite likely the loan will be still further reduced. 


There has been a practice of applying money received 
from taxes to the payment of obligations for which loans have 
been authorized and at some later time obtaining the author- 
ized loan and then using the proceeds for the purpose of pay- 
ing the temporary loans. To put it in another way, money 
received from taxes which should have been applied to the 
reduction of the temporary loan has been applied to the pay- 
ment of debts for which loans had been authorized. I recom- 
mend that the city council take steps looking to the discon- 
tinuance of this practice. 


The receipts of the water system are largely in excess of 
the expenditures for its maintenance, for payments on the 
debt and interest thereon and ordinarily for extensions. 


For instance, in 1904 the balance of receipts over the in- 
terest and maintenance charges was $42,175.39. Fifteen 
thousand dollars was paid on the debt, leaving a surplus of 
$27,175.39 after the payment on debt, interest and main- 
tenance accounts. 

The Board of Public Works in its annual report of 1904 
took occasion to say that in their opinion “the receipts from 
the water department should be applied to the water debt and 
for the maintenance of the department.” 


I strongly concur in this opinion. The entire income of 
the department should be applied to the liquidation of ex- 
penses and indebtedness incurred in this department. I 
recommend the subject to your earnest consideration. 

It is gratifying to know that we have decreased rather 
than increased our indebtedness during the past year and 
especially so since we have provided for many permanent im- 
provements. 

At the present high rate in the financial market we will 


. do well to keep loans down as low as possible. It would be 


good business judgment to be firm and aggressive in the col- 
lection of our taxes. It would be good common sense to make 
a tax rate as low as we can consistently, and it is our duty to 
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extend to our present business concerns, as well as new ones, 


encouragement and assistance by a fair and upright consid- 
eration of all their interests. 


Our WATER PROBLEM. 


So much has been said in the past years about our water 
problem that the impression seems to prevail among some peo- 
ple that our present water works are faulty and out of date. 
Let me assure you that this is not true. Pittsfield has to-day as 
fine a water system and as good, clear and pure water as any 
cıty could wish. | 

While this is the case, and for this year shall have all the 
water necessary, it is nevertheless a fact that with a rapidly 
growing business city to supply with prospects ahead of an in- 
crease in our population of thousands of people within the 
next five years, it is of the greatest importance that attention be 
given our water system, in order that additional storage may 
be secured and the useless waste of water about our city 
checked. 

We have had during the past years three or four unusually 
dry seasons, and while Ashley lake would fill to the top. of 
the new dam during a season with a fair rain-fall, it has been 
full only twice since the new dam was built. We must not for- 
get that during the past two summers between four and five 
hundred new connections have been made, which of course 
increases the daily consumption of water by thousands of gal- 
lons. In addition to the above, many connections have been 
made to new houses, and on streets where water mains have 
been extended. 

If we were to look back over the reports of the water 
department for the past few years we would find that we were 
told many times, after some addition had been made to the 
system, that we then had abundant supply for years to come, 
and yet we find ourselves to-day facing the same problem. We 
are fast out-growing our supply and still faster our system 
of distribution. 

Time has proven the wisdom of building, a few years 
ago, the new dam at Ashley Lake, for we would certainly 
have been out of water at times during the past two years 
had we not had this storage capacity. | | 
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Much has been accomplished during the past year that 
has helped in still further improving our system. Bye passes 
have been installed and the material is on hand for others. 
Faulty connections and broken gates have been repaired and 
air vents put in the main line. 


This city government should take up at once the matter 
of additional storage on Sacket Brook, for which surveys 
have already been made. The time is at hand when larger 
water mains should be laid from Holmes road to the center of 
the city. 

The ı2 inch main on East street should be replaced by a 
larger one, or new mains should parallel it on Fenn and East 
Housatonic streets. This would tend to reduce the friction 
and thus increase the pressure, and at the same time would 
afford the center of the city greater protection in case of fire. 


While the water consumption has been reduced by the 
stopping of many leaks and repairing of faulty plumbing, too 
much water is still being used and the government should 
consider the advisability of installing water meters. 


I would recommend, if it is found wise to use a meter 
system, that a new schedule of charges be made. Our citi- 
zens should pay only for what water they use and not be 
obliged to pay the present rates and then more if a little addi- 
tional water is used beyond the limit for which the present 
rates are supposed to pay. 


The mains on several of our streets are too small, in 
some cases one, two and three inch pipes being used, while in 
other streets old fashioned cement pipe is still in service. 


The residents of West street and the high streets west of 
the river have petitioned the city to add May Brook to its 
present water system. The request seems reasonable, and 
from weir readings taken on the brook it would not only sup- 
ply the distriets now without water but leave a good balance 
to go into our present mains. 


To carefully consider this entire problem and determine 
just the right action to take is the most important matter we 
have this year to meet. It is important, because the time is 
now at hand when we must make certain additions to our 
system in order to provide for the very near future, and it is 
also important because we are at the present time charging 
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water rates in some sections when we are unable to supply, at 
all times, the water needed. | | 

I would recommend that this whole question be taken up 
in the most careful manner, and if necessary that an expert 
engineer on water systems be engaged to go over the whole 
subject and report with recommendations. 

I would also recommend that this whole question be re- 
ferred to a special committee, to consist of five members of 
the city government and three citizens, who shall consult with 
the Board of Public Works and report their findings not later 
than March first, before the budget is completed. 

I understand that this can be done, as all measurements 
and plans are now in possession of the Board of Public Works 
and considerable work has already been accomplished by the 
engineering department in order that all information may be 
readily furnished. 


Our PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


If there is one department which appeals to the hearts 
of our people more than another it is that of our schools. The 
future of our city depends upon the proper training of our 
youth, and upon the good education they receive to-day, de- 
pends the happiness and prosperity of the boys and girls in 
their future years in life. Our schools are well cared for and 
the interest taken and the splendid advancement made by our 
scholars are a credit to the city and especially to those who 
have the schools in charge. 


During the year a fine new addition has been built to the 
William B. Rice school in the Morningside district. The 
Linden street school has been put in good repair, and many 
improvements have been made in buildings in various parts 
of the city. 

Additional land has been purchased.in the rear of the 
Briggs school. This was greatly needed and will do away 
with a great danger caused by the children playing on or near 
the car tracks, which will not be necessary in the future. This 
lot should be graded and put in good order as soon as the 
weather will permit. 

Great care should be taken in the future by those who 
have the school buildings in charge that repairs are not made

to old and poorly located buildings until the nature of such 
repairs has been brought to the attention of the city govern- 
ment. 

It would seem wise that some other arrangement should 
be made for the care of our buildings than we have at the 
present time. It is unfair to ask members of the school board, 
who are busy men and whose interest in the work of our 
schools should be in educational lines, to spend their time and 
energy in going about from place to place attending to a 
broken window glass or faulty plumbing. 

I would recommend that the city council consider the ad- 
visability of placing the care of the school buildings with the 
Doard of Public Works, the members of which are properlv 
paid for their services and who already have charge of all 
other buildings belonging to the city. 


ScnooL BUILDING IN WARD FOUR. 


For vears, each succeeding city government has known 
that a new school house in Ward four or the southeasterly 
section of the city was really needed. It hardly seems fair, 
while the city is constantly meeting the problem of additional 
school accommodations, that parents living in that section 
should be obliged to continue sending their children such long 
distances to attend school. 

Should not a good, plain, but well built building be erect- 
ed somewhere below Appleton avenue or perhaps below the 
Tannery bridge? 

The school districts could then be so arranged that it 
would relieve many of our buildings that are now over- 
crowded. 

I believe this to be a matter for early consideration, and 
recommend that the same be taken up at once. 


POLES AND Pork LOCATIONS. 


Much attention has been directed during the last few 
months to the large number of permits granted for the erection 
of poles and stringing of wires in our streets. 

In 1903 permits were granted for the erection of up- 
wards of go poles; in 1904, 275, and in 1905, 532. These are 
nearly all in the important business and residential sections of 
the city. 
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Besides these a very large number of pole locations have 
been granted in the outlying . districts; for instance the 
Churchill street line, Richmond road line, Dalton avenue line, 
the Dalton road line and the Crane avenue line. 

While the erection of poles is a necessity in some cases, 
still the property owners have rights that should be consid- 
ered. 

Our trees are being ruined, and in some cases too many 
poles would be of great inconvenience as well as danger in case 
of fire, to say nothing of the unsightly appearance. 

Many wires have been placed underground; more ought 
to be. I would recommend to your immediate consideration 
the matter of petitioning the legislature for the passage of an 
act, similar to that secured by Boston, Springfield and Wor- 
cester, the purpose of which shall ultimately be to cause the 
removal from the streets within a designated district of sub- 
stantially all telegraph, telephone, and electric light, motor 
and power wires and all poles and structures used for their 
support. 

The exceptions usually made are lang distance telephone 
wires, posts for the support of lamps exclusively, poles used 
exclusively for local distribution from underground wires, ca- 
bles, or conductors and street railway, poles and conductors. 

The acts for the cities mentioned are similar in scope and 
tenor. The provisions of the Worcester act may be taken for 
illustration. It provides that the territory within which the 
poles are ultimately to be removed is that bounded by a cir- 
cumference whose radius is two miles in length from a desig- 
nated center. 


The city council is to designate by ordinance an officer 
who shall have exclusive authority to order the removal of 
poles and wires. He is to grant all necessary permission for 
the placing of wires underground subject to the lawful ordi- 
nances of the city. In January, until the work in the district 
is completed, he is to give public notice prescribing a part of 
the district, consisting of not less than two miles or more 
than three miles of streets, within which part all wires to 
which this act applies shall during the calendar year be re- 
moved and placed underground. He is clothed with full au- 
thority to enforce his lawful orders and has authority to grant 
permits for the removal from the streets and placing under- 
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ground of wires other than those designed in his yearly orders 
whether within or without the district described in the act, 
upon petition of the company owning the wires. 

The Mayor and Aldermen are constituted a board of ap- 
peal from the decisions and acts of the officer. An act of this 
general character should be secured at once from the legis- 
lature. 


PARK COMMISSION. 


I am fully aware that a park commission might be of 
great assistance in developing some of our land, intended for 
park purposes, and which has already been too long neglected. 

A city like ours should provide suitable places of recre- 
ation and we should not be unmindful of the fact that we 
are growing and many of the natural beauty spots about our 
city are fast being converted into lots for building purposes. 

A commission would be on the lookout for property of 
this kind and some of our now sadly neglected places made 
a credit to our city. 

The excellent work started the past year on the Common 
should be continued, a caretaker placed in charge and trees 
and shrubbery planted as suggested by the state forester. 

We now have a petition from a number of our best citi- 
zens requesting that the city consider the advisability of pur- 
chasing a piece of land known as Abbott Park. Nature has 
been generous with this piece of land and on account of its 
natural beauty, fine forest and small lake it could be made 
into an attractive park. 

The time is not far distant when we should seriously 
consider the making of improvements at Burbank park, which 
has already been too long neglected. 

While many suggestions might be made along these lines 
and the appointment of a park commission might create a 
great interest in the subject, still, if the appointment of such 
a commission means that we are to plunge at once into an 
extravagant and expensive park system, then I am opposed 
to such a commission. 

I believe this to be a subject that should be given careful 
consideration. I find that Chelsea and other cities have abol- 
ished park commissions and placed their parks in charge of 
their public works department, just where ours is at the 
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present time. It would be well for Pittsfield to thoroughly 
understand just what the duties of such a commission are and 
how far they have authority in the expenditure of money and 
the purchase of property. 

I do not care to convey the impression that I am opposed 
to the appointment of a park commission, but do not believe 
it wise to recommend such a plan until it has been very care- 
fully considered. 


I would recommend, however, that the city make some 
arrangement with the trustees of the Methodist church, look- 
ing toward the care of the small park on Fenn street at its 
junction with Allen. Until within the past two years this was 
beautiful and finely cared for, with a fountain of running 
water and was enjoyed and admired by all. On account of a 
tax assessment having been levied upon the property, which 
the assessors feel they have no right to abate, interest has 
been lost in the park. The gates are left open and it has been 
made a public thoroughfare and instead of being a beautiful 
spot it is a disgrace. The city already owns a portion of the 
land enclosed by the fence, and the Methodist people have 
looked after it for years. I would submit for your considera- 
tion that the city either care for the park or purchase that 
portion which it does not already own. 


We could then either keep it as at present or extend Al- 
len street through to Fenn and thus square out our Center 
Grammar school lot and give the children a respectable play 
ground in front of the school building. | 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Certain recommendations made by the insurance people 
for additions to our fire department have been complied with, 
or will be when the new Ward Two engine house is. com- 
pleted. 


I would recommend that, when this building is finished 
and we are ready to supply the necessary electric apparatus 
for the alarm, that the large indicator, and. bell now at the 
Electric light station be transferred to the new house, and 
that: it be replaced by a new whistling machine, sœ that alarma 
sent in may be more quickly understood. 
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So long as we are dependent for a portion-of our fire 
service upon call firemen who are liying in all sections of the 
city it seems necessary that our alarms should be as distinct 
and plainly given as possible. This is especially true now 
that we are entirely dependent upon the whistle, the bell tapper 
having been removed from the church tower some time ago 
on account of its unsafe condition. 

The additional expense caused by the removal of the 
present apparatus and replacing it with a whistling machine 
would be very slight. Every blast of the whistle would be 
of exactly the same length and we would find that each one 
could be easily counted and thus save confusion and often- 
times delay to our call men. 


SouTH STREET. 


South street should be paved, and at the same time East 
street and Bank row. While this statement ts true, the only 
consideration that stands in the way of a recommendation is 
the question of finance. 

With a fine stretch of state road from the town of Lenox 
to the Country club, it seems.a shame to the city that one of 
its principal streets should be left in such condition as South 
street is at the present time. With a few feet of macadam 
left on each side of the car track for one wheel of a carriage 
and a stretch of worn out muddy gravel between it and the 
curbing for the other wheel, together with mud on the street 
at almost all seasons of the year, caused by the great number 
of shade trees, it is to-day one of our worst streets. 

And yet for a city which already has a million dollars ot 
indebtedness and with a new school house and a serious wa- 
ter problem to face, is it wise or good business judgment to 
take up another paving problem this year, when by. the ex- 
penditure of comparatively a.few hundred dollars the street 
could be put in fair condition for the next five years. 

Good streets and roads are a benefit to any city, but are 
not our citizens already groaning under the burden of taxa- 
tion? Does a high ‘tax rate attract new business concerns or 
drive them away? - 

It is for you, gentlemen. of the City Council, to decide with- 
out recommendation from me. You have the facts and you 
know the conditions. ` a | Pus 
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A DANGEROUS PLACE. 


I desire to call your attention to a dangerous place on 
South street, near the top of the Redfield hill, where the street 
is exceedingly narrow and on a sharp curve. From the junc- 
tion of South street with Buel and a place opposite the Red- 
field house the car tracks are on the side of the street, and 
from this point on they are again in the center of the road. 
This leaves a dangerous pocket directly in front of land now 
owned by Joseph E. Peirson, and where many accidents have 
occurred and others been narrowly averted. 

The sidewalk near this property should be moved back 
on the old high school lot in order that the road may be 
widened, and by the purchase of a few square feet of land 
this dangerous place could be done away with, thus at some 
future day saving the city heavy damages. 


STREET LIGHTS. 


Our contract for street lights will expire early in 1907 
and it may be wise to take the matter up during this year. 

There seems to be constant objection on the part of our 
citizens to our present lighting system, although it is only 
fair to say, that after carefully looking up the subject I believe 
that the company which furnishes our lights is doing even 
more than it is bound to do under the contract now in force. 

I find in the report of the Gas and Electric Light Com- 
missioners that some cities are furnished arc lights of 2,000 
candle power and incandescent lights of 45 candle power, while 
our contract calls for 1,200 candle power in the arc lights and 
25 candle power for the smaller lamps. 

I had hoped to be able to make some definite recommenda- 
tion regarding this matter, but find it a subject, where figures 
would be of no value at this time, for while one set of figures 
would be of use in some other city they would be useless here. 

. I would recommend that. when a new contract is consid- 
ered thé moonlight system be discontinued; that an all night 
system be seriously considered and that many lamps that are 
now obstructed by the foliage be relocated. 


PROPER CARE OF DEEDS AND ÍMPORTANT. PAPERS. . 
Inquiry, during the past few. weeks. concerning the. deeds 
of certain property owned by the. city has revealed a condition 
of affairs that should not be allowed to continue longer. 
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A deed of property owned under the old town govern- 
ment and which has been ours for years could not be found, 
and after a copy of the deed had been obtained it was found 
that it had never been recorded in the proper district. Only 
a short time ago an executor in closing up an estate brought 
to the city hall a bundle of deeds and papers, giving descrip- 
tions and plans of certain city land, which proved to be of 
great value to one of our departments and should have been 
in our possession years ago. 

This is one of those matters that has gone on from year 
to year, and it is needless to try and ascertain who is re- 
sponsible, as we should probably find that no one was, but it 
should not be allowed to continue. 

Boundaries of some of our city property are not properly 
marked and they should be. 

The city clerk or some other city official should be made 
the custodian of all valuable papers and plans of the city 
property and be held responsible for their safe keeping. 

I would recommend that this matter be referred to some 
committee, with instructions that careful consideration be 
given it. 


Over DRAFTS. 


No policy in business is so fatal as the expenditure of 
money without having it to spend. The surest way to have 
to settle with one’s creditors is to run in debt without know- 
ing where the money is coming from to pay such indebtedness. 

The city of Pittsfield is nothing more or less than a large 
corporation, and what holds true in the management of a 
business concern is true with the city. No board, officer, 
committee, sub-committee or any member of the city govern- 
ment should contract for work, or for the expenditure of 
money unless provision has been made for such expenditure 
by the charter or ordinances or unless an appropriation has 
been made to cover the amount. 

We have in the charter and ordinances all the law: neces- 
sary to cover this case and I would call the attention of the 
Auditor and the committee on accounts to these ordinances, 
not only with the suggestion, but also with the request that 
they see that they are strictly enforced. 
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SIDEWALKS AND ROADS. 


It is scarcely necessary to refer to the relation of good 
sidewalks to the comfort of our citizens. Strangers coming 
to a city generally form their first impressions by the appear- 
ance of its streets and sidewalks. 

While in the center of the city our sidewalks are in fair 
condition, there is plenty to do in other sections. For the past 
few years our city government has seen fit to reduce the ap- 
propriation for this work, and we must now meet the problem 
of a greater number of streets that require attention. 

Better walks are needed on many streets in Wards One 
and Six, and I would recommend that a larger appropriation 
be made, so that walks may be built in these districts where 
they are so much needed. 


THE MoviNc OF BUILDINGS. 


It will be necessary for some of us to admit that in the 
past we have been guilty of moving buildings through our 
public streets, and to acknowledge that we were wiser after 
than before. Therefore I desire to call your attention to this 
matter, and recommend that in the future no permit be grant- 
ed for moving a building unless there is more than ordinary 
reason for so doing. 

In almost every instance the granting of such a request 
means that some dilapidated old building which has long since 
outlived its usefulness is to be placed among good respectable 
houses, and while it is traveling through our streets the public 
is put to inconvenience and oftentimes danger on account of 
the same. Trees are broken and cut, poles and wires dis- 
turbed, and there is no end of annoyance and inconvenience 
that is entirely beyond all reason. 

I would therefore recommend that in the future applica- 
tion for the moving of buildings be refused so far as possible. 

It is of the greatest importance that all questions to be 
settled by the council, or any of the various boards or com- 
mittees, should come before the members in as fair and im- 
partial a manner as possible. . Many times when only one side 
of a question is presented the argument seems right, and it is 
an easy matter for a city official to say something that would 
lead one to believe that the measure would be favored, when 
if the other side had been heard no such promise or intima- 
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AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 


tion would have been made. Often there are legal objections 
and questions of expediency with which all city officials are 
not familiar, and a great many times the matters urged for 
support are under consideration by some other branch of the 
city government. 

The thought should be constantly in our minds that as 
city officials our policy should be equal fairness and justice 
to all, and the greatest good to the greatest number, always 
remembering that the choice of the voters has placed upon us 
the care of the city’s interests. It is necessary therefore, that 
no pledge or promise be made favoring any plan or scheme, 
until it comes before the city government in its proper course, 
and then all the investigation necessary should be made to 
find its merits. 

Many times, ‘while a measure favored by some board or 
official is right and ought to pass, still for financial and other 
reasons it cannot, and it is therefore an important duty we 
have to perform, and great care should be exercised and good 
judgment used in the work which comes before us. 


A CLEAN CITY. 


During the year 1905 much was accomplished in clean- 
ing up several places about the city that for years had not 
only been unsightly but a menace to public health. 

None of our citizens living near the places where such 
improvements have been made would think of going back to 
the old condition of things, and I would ask your hearty co- 
operation in a persistent effort to still further carry on this 
good work. 

The city pays annually the sum of $500 for land to be 
used as a public dumping ground, and there is no need of the 
promiscuous scattering of ashes and filth on vacant lots and 
river bank. The law is such that this can be stopped to a 
great extent and a persistent, earnest effort on the part of our 
citizens to see that it is enforced would soon end this practice. 

I desire to acknowledge the splendid work during the 
past year of the board of health, whose members have been 
untiring in their efforts along these lines, and I would recom- 
mend that the city council assist the board during the coming 
year by appropriating for their use such funds as they may 
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need and by giving them our support and assistance in the 
further prosecution of this work. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I believe the recommendation made last year for munici- 
pal stables worthy of consideration. For the three years 
previous to 1905 our bills for horse hire amounted to $8,168 
and this year up to the present time we have expended $2,300. 

This does not include street work or expenses, that are 
charged directly to each job. The property owned by the city 
on Lake street should be utilized for this purpose. 


I would recommend that the city purchase duplicate 
parts for every moving piece of the pump at the pumping 
station. 

We have had trouble the past year and there was delay 
in getting the parts needed to replace those broken. 


Some steps should be taken to better care for the surface 
water on East street. An 8-inch drain on one side of the 
street is overloaded by caring for more than it should of its 
own territory, and there has also been connected with it the sur- 
face drainage pipes coming from Fenn, First and Willis 
streets as well as others. 

A new drain should be placed on the opposite side of the 
street and in this way relieve the situation. 


THe FUTURE PITTSFIELD. 


Our city has long since outgrown its village days, and 
now at the beginning of this new year stands with a brighter 
future before it than almost any other in New England, and 
the duty awaits our citizens to improve the opportunities that 
are laid at our feet. Pittsfield has the advantages of but few 
progressive cities in that it is both a residential and business 
center, and if properly looked after within a very few years 
our population will be greatly increased and new industries 
will be turning busy wheels on many of our now vacant lots. 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


While it may not be entirely a matter for the city govern- 
ment, it would seem a perfectly proper suggestion that a good 
active board of trade be organized, whose business it shall be 
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to see that every interest of our city shall be properly cared 
for, in order that neither our residential or business interests 
may suffer one for the other, but that both may flourish. 

As a city grows larger its value as a place of residence 
becomes less, but by proper care and management Pittsfield 
can still retain the advantage of a residential place and yet 
give all needed encouragement to new business enterprises. We 
have the splendid opportunity of making Pittsfield the “City 
of Homes and Business Combined,” and by carefully organ- 
ized effort in this direction men of capital will be induced to 
locate here because we can offer the advantage of a good 
place in which to live as well as superior business possibilities. 

I would recommend to our citizens and to the city gov- 
ernment that we improve the opportunity now before us by 
the organization of a board of trade, that by encouragement 
and help to new business enterprises the future Pittsfield may 
be a place with a large number of industries and the “City of 
Homes” as well. 


CONCLUSION. 

In the few closing words of this address let me assure you 
that the work upon which we have just entered will not be 
easy and the responsibilities upon us are great. He who ac- 
cepts public office as a public trust, and who has a desire to 
see every department of the city economically and efficiently 
administered, finds it no light task. 

Every act of ours should be well and carefully considered. 
We are simply stewards and should prudently and wisely ad- 
minister the affairs of our city. We should always keep in 
mind that while we are working in the present, we are build- 
ing for the future. 

Our aim should be to carry out the people’s wishes, but 
we shall find that to ascertain them will sometimes be difficult. 

The work before us should not be conducted with such 
extreme economy that it will bring a heavy burden in future 
years. Far better it would be not to neglect the city’s needs, 
but to conduct affairs so that the public will say that we have 
been careful but not mean, liberal but not extravagant. 

May we be faithful in performing our duties and devote 
ourselves sincerely to the work assigned us. In closing I 
wish you all a pleasant and happy new year, and may pros- 
perity and joy come to the homes of all our people.

License Commissioners. 
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Report of City Solicitor. 


Pittsfield, Mass., January 30, 1906. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN :—I submit my report for the year 1905. 

The City has had no litigation in the Courts during the 
past year and there are no cases pending against the City with 
the exception of the action brought by the American Sewage 
Disposal Company in the United States Circuit Court at Bos- 
ton for the infringement of patents. A similar action was 
instituted against the City of Pawtucket by the same plaintiff 
and the decision in the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the District of Rhode Island was in favor of the City. The 
case was then taken to the Circuit Court of Appeals at Bos- 
ton and the decision of the lower Court affirmed. This de- 
cision is recorded at length in Vol. 138 of the Federal Re- 
porter at page 811. The opinion of the Court concludes as 
follows :—‘‘Upon full consideration of the whole case, we find 
that the first Glover patent does not disclose the septic tank, 
and that the second Glover patent is for a system of rapid 
filtration, comprising two series of filter-beds, one inside the 
ventilated structure and the other outside. It follows that the 
defendant’s apparatus does not infringe the Glover patent in 
suit by using a septic tank or septic tanks in combination with 
filtering beds.” | | 

The year in this department has been characterized by 
the settlement of an unusual number of cases. Where the 
settlement was made directly between the parties interested, 
results have been satisfactory, but in the cases left out for 
arbitration the determination was not as favorable for the 
City. Arbitration is not a satisfactory method of disposing 
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of cases against a City, and a trial, if parties cannot agree, is 
to be preferred. Courts are maintained for the purpose of 
determining what is just and right between parties having 
disputed claims. There is a feeling that justice is not at all 
times obtained in our Courts and that it is desirable to avoid 
litigation. Our system of law may not be without its imper- 
fections and does not rise higher than other human institu- 
tions; nevertheless as a means of determining what the rights 
of contesting parties are, it is the best system that the in- 
genuity of man has devised and has been perfected after gen- 
erations of experience. There are safeguards for the pro- 
tection of the rights of parties in Court which are not pro- 
vided where matters are left to arbitration. In Court the 
proceedings are under the direction of a Judge familiar with 
the law. There is an opportunity for the closest examination 
of evidence, with the right of appeal to higher Courts where 
there is apparent error. These privileges are not preserved 
when matters are left to arbitration. There are exceptional 
cases in which arbitration may be a desirable means of settling 
disputes, but generally there is no safer way to obtain justice 
than in our Courts. 

The most important case settled during the past year by 
arbitration was that of James Fallon vs. the City of Pitts- 
field. This was an action brought on the 25th day of Novem- 
ber, 1904, and entered in the Superior Court on the 2nd day 
of January, 1905. Damages to the amount of $20,000 were 
claimed by the plaintiff for injury done to his land adjoining 
the sewer beds by reason of the percolation of water from the 
beds onto his land and by the blowing of sludge across his 
premises. The injury done, if any, was very slight and it is 
doubtful whether any substantial damages could have been 
recovered, as only acts prior to the 25th day of November, 
1904, could be brought in question. If the City had pre- 
vailed it would not have disposed of the source of complaint 
and successive actions could have been brought by the plain- 
tiff for any subsequent damages that might be shown. It 
was therefor thought wise by the Mayor and Board of Public 
Works to finally determine the matter by purchasing the land 
of Mr. Fallon adjoining the sewer beds on the south. For 
the purpose of ascertaining the value of the land the question 
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was left out to John Glennon of Dalton, George W. Noble 
of Pittsfield and Martin Coleman of Richmond. It was 
agreed that these arbitrators should fix the amount to be paid 
by the City of Pittsfield for the land to be conveyed, and for 
the decrease in the value of Mr. Fallon's remaining land by 
reason of this conveyance and the injury and damage to Mr. 
Fallon's remaining land by reason of the present location of 
the Pittsfield Sewer Beds. The arbitrators fixed the amount 
to be paid at $4,250. For this amount Mr. Fallon conveyed 
the land to the City of Pittsfield releasing all claims for dam- 
ages and all future claims that may arise to any other land 
owned by him. 
During the past year the City of Pittsfield has brought 

a number of suits for the recovery of small claims all of which 
have been satisfactorily settled. These include actions against 
the Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Company, the Berk- 
shire Street Railway company and Morris Callahan. Suit 
was also brought against John Cunningham for a bill due the 
City for support and is now pending in the Superior Court 
but is in a fair way of settlement. 
| I would recommend that an index, to be kept in the office 

of the City Clerk, be made of all deeds, contracts, bonds and 
obligations in any way affecting the property rights of the 
City of Pittsfield, and that all such deeds and documents be 
filed together in the vault at the City Hall.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Board of Aldermen of the ' 
City of Pittsheld :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the provisions of an 
ordinance providing for protection against fire in certain 
buildings, we have inspected the following: 


Burbank Hotel, West Street. 1904 Report:— 

We find rope escapes where necessary; water pails on 
each floor; small emergency extinguishers on each floor; no 
large ones in use; no fire hose. We recommend escapes put 
in repair, and iron railing run front and back on fourth floor 
with iron escapes to piazza roof; wooden ones are now in use. 


Burbank Hotel, West Street. 1905 Report:— 


Escapes have been put in repair. Iron railings on fourth 
floor have been put in both front and back to connect with 
iron escape on piazza roof. 


Hotel, Clary Liquor Company. 1904 Report :-— 

Eleven rooms on third floor in course of construction, 
well supplied with emergency extinguishers. Exit front and 
rear.

I wish to extend thanks to all who have assisted me and 
encouraged me in my work the past year.

She is a necessity if we are to give efficient help to 
the sick poor in their homes. 


. A physician, while making his calls, may preach personal 
cleanliness and pure air and accomplish little.

School Committee’s Report 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield : 


GENTLEMEN :—The- citizens of Pittsfield may well take 
pride in the character and excellence of its Public Schools.. 
With a faithful corps of teachers, intelligent supervision, a well- 
balanced course of study and well equipped and modern build- 
ings, the schools have reached a high degree of efficiency. It 
is wise economy for the city to maintain them there. 


The opening of the new Orchard street building to the pu- 
pils of that district and the four room addition to the William 
B. Rice building have somewhat relieved the crowded condition 
of the schools in the northeast section of the city. The increase 
of 135 pupils in the school enrollment of January over that ofa 
year ago, however, enforces the truth that a new twelve room 
school building will be necessary every three or four years if our 
children are to be properly housed. The growing needs of the 
High school, which will soon require for its own use the entire 
High school building, thus forcing the transfer of the grammar 
grades into other schools, make more imperative the erection of 
a large building in the near future. The school board is in en- 
tire accord with the Mayor in his recommendation that such a 
building be erected this year in the southeastern section of the 
city. It should be centrally located and built on generous lines 
to take care of the steady growth in the school population for 
some years to come. Here also the kindergarten, which has al- 
ready proved its worth and has established for itself a permanent 
place in our system, should be given room and adequate equip- 
ment. | 


The generous spirit of the City Government has been 


shown in the enlargement of the play grounds about the Briggs 
school by the purchase of the large lot to the rear of the school 
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on John Street. Here is a splendid opportunity for the City to 
give an object lesson to the citizens and to thechildren in mak- 
ing this a “City Beautiful.” ‘The bank of the river adjoining 
this school property, now rough and unsightly, should be made 
a delight to the eye by grading and cultivation. With the pro- 
per aid and encouragement the pupils would be inspired to do 
some of the work and would keep the grounds in fineorder. It 
is an experiment well worth trying.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee: 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the rules of your board, 
I take pleasure in submitting herewith my second annual report, 
the fifteenth of the School Department of the City, and the 
thirty-eighth in the series of Superintendents’ Reports. 

If the success and well-being of this department is in any 
measure dependent upon harmony, the last year has a right to 
be considered a profitable one. It is with feelings of gratitude 
that [ acknowledge the many and repeated acts of courtesy and 
helpfulness which have come from the School Board, the teach- 
ers, the citizens and the press. ‘To his Honor, Mayor Allen H. 
Bagg, this department is also especially indebted for his interest 
in all matters pertaining to the public schools. This is as it 
should be. No considerable progress is possible whena feeling 
such as I have mentioned is not uppermost in the minds of all 
concerned. The large expenditure of money annually in the 
interest of the schools should make educational matters of sup- 
reme importance to the people of any municipality, not alone 
because of the educational interests of the young people, but be- 
cause of the security and perpetuity of our institutions. Im- 
proved conditions and up-to-date methods of instruction no less 
than a careful supervision of the morals of our youth, make the 
teacher’s life a busy one; and to have assurances from time to 
time as well as kindly encouragement from patrons and friends 
will go far towards perfecting a system of schools locally calcu- 
lated te be among the best. May we not hope that all, under 
whose eye this appeal comes, will do his share in bringing about 
just the condition of things outlined above. Much has been 
done, more is possible. 


VOCATIONAL EFFICIENCY. 


In these latter days we hear frequently the statement made 
that the youth of our cities are less prepared for the duties of

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life than formerly, both from the standpoint of education and 
in their aptitude for their round of duties. The former ac- 
cusation is entirely unfounded, unless along very narrow lines. 
Repeated tests given fifty years agoand again within recent times 
show the average pupil of today the superior of his parent, and 
that too in branches especially prominent in those days. ‘The 
latter allegation, I fear, will be harder to refute. 


If then our youth of today have less fitness for the sterner 
realities of life, and undertake them with less eagerness, as is 
alleged, what are the causes ? Are the schools responsible for 
the feeling that any labor likely to soil the hands or clothes is de- 
grading ? Is aliberal education interfering “with the splendid 
initiative so characteristic of the boy of fifty years ago? Has 
education, in short, become a factor in the minds of our youth, 
the possession of which is producing a class less willing to under- 
take the world’s work, whatever that may involve? Are our 
schools yearly turning out graduates whose attitude in the mat- 
ter of personal responsibility is passive ? 


If any or all these accusations can be placed either directly 
or even indirectly against our school system of to-day, it would 
appear that there is need of a new order of things. If the 
schools are not doing something to counteract this tendency, if 
such there be, is it not time to make this feature of our school 
work more prominent? Ought not those who direct matters 
educational, whether officer or teacher, be alive and progressive 
to check a tendency likely to be so fraught with danger. It can 
not be true that all employers of labor are mistaken in this mat- 
ter. 

The tendency of the times is towards luxury. The youth 
of the city has little with which to occupy his mind, save school 
duties and athletics. The constant round of duties so charact- 
eristic of the country-bred boy or girl is lacking. Persistent 
and united efforts on the part of every member of the family tu 
gain a livelihood are far less conspicuous to-day than in the past. 
These, no doubt, conspired to produce a sturdy and resourceful 
manhood and womanhood. They are qualities calculated to win 
success in whatever field of action the possessor chooses to enter. 
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The school does not wish to shirk any responsibility. It 
will do all it can to correct these alleged evils, or it will co-oper- 
ate with any other agencies to bring about the best possible con- 
ditions, and to inspire the youth with the dignity of labor of any 
honorable sort. The church, the home, the employer of labor, 
each has a share in this responsibility. The school, as an in- 
stitution, feels that education in itself, instead of becoming a 
hindrance to the desirable condition of things mentioned, should 


allow its possessor £o act with greater efficiency and accomplish- 
ment. 


x THE TEACHER’S OPPORTUNITY. 


Next to motherhood and fatherhood, the teacher’s vocation 
is the most sacred. ‘Ihe very sacrednese of it places upon the 
teacher a responsibility of tremendous importance. It is hers to 
yield an influence whose measure is infinite. I believe it is 
possible so to interest and assist young life that in after years it 
can be truthfully said by those who have been under such direc- 
tion that much that I am and hope tv be can be attributed, ina 
large measure, to thesilent yet potent mastery of the ideal teach- 
er. Thus to mold character and thus to inspire youth are the 
ideal functions of the teacher. The teacher who possesses these, 
qualities in the largest measure is the greatest power for good in 
the world—the ideal teacher. | 


INSTRUCTION. 
KINDERGARTENS. 


The Pittsfield kindergartens have been maintained during 
the past year in the same localities and under the same condi- 
tions as formerly. Mrs. William L. Adam has given a gener- 
ous portion of her time and effort in their behalf. It is not too 
much to say that these schools are heartily sanctioned by a large 
number of our people. In fact a persistent effort is being made 
to have this department of school instruction extended to other 
parts of the city. 


With many it is still an open question whether it is better 
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for the child of four years of age to be deprived of his freedom 
during a portion of the day, or whether it is better to allow him 
ample opportunity for a free and careless existence until the 
sterner duties of school life engross his thoughts. Each plan 
has its strong adherents and supporters. It appears, therefore, 
that the parent, knowing the conditions as no «ne else possibly 
can know them, must act as seems wisest. 


It seems significant that there is scarcely an instance on rec- 
ord of the abolition of kindergartens in any community where 
they have once been established. ‘They have become an integral 
part of progressive school systems, and the necessity for their 
establishment and maintenance should be recognized as essential 
to any system of schools that lays claim to highest excellence. 
Pupils thus trained take up their regular school duties with far 
more confidence, and with scarcely no exception kindergarten 
pupils easily maintain a creditable class standing in their subse- 
quent school duties. 


THE GRADES. 


ARITHMETIC. 


Several changes have been made in this department of school 
work during the past year with good results apparently. Nearly 
a year ago, the Walsh books were introduced into grades II-VI. 
Teachers report excellent progress and less difficulty than in 
past years under the former system. Pupils in all the grades 
have been supplied with a book of problems to supplement the 
regular text. With the use of these two books, teachers find 
little occasion to resort to the temporary makeshift of placing 
problems on the board for daily use. Opportunity is now given 
parents to assist their children, if they so desire. With books 
properly graded, a generous amount of judicious assistance on 
the part of the teachers, and with careful attention to oral and 
mental work, it would appear that this difficult portion of school 
work might be taught in a manner thoroughly approved by the 
patrons of the schools. 


A somewhat extended investigation reveals the fact that 
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pupils in the seventh grade take up the work in arithmetic with 
considerable difficulty after their half year’s study of Algebra. 
While the introduction of algebra and geometry is in accord 
with the recommendations of experts whose duty it has been to 
devise methods having in view the enrichment of the grade 
work, it has been found in actual experience to have its limita- 
tions and difficulties. ‘The theory appears valid, but in practice 
tae scheme has hardly met the hopes of those adopting the find- 
ing of the Commission. More extended investigationsare under 
way, but from data at hand, I cannot see any considerable value 
derived from them. 


READING. 


Reading in general has a dual character, oral and silent; of 
these silent is perhaps the more important. 


Reading of the former type presents several important pha- 
ses—volume of tone, a pleasing quality of tone, careful and dis- 
tinct articulation and good expression. Careful and persistent 
drill in the class room are necessary properly to develcp the first 
three of these requirements. A thorough conception of the 
Author's thought is absolutely necessary to develop good expres- 
sion. | j 

_ All too often the reading lesson does not receive proper at- 
tention. To be of the greatest benefit to the child this lesson 
should be as carefully prepared as any other study. The lesson 
should be assigned in advance and studied in a thoughtful man- 
ner. In the higher grades, pupils should make constant use of 
the dictionary in the preparation of these lessons. All difficult 
words need attention both as to their definition and pronuncia- 
tion. During the recitation, preferably before the lesson begins, 
the teacher should question the pupilsas to the authors mean- 
ing, until it is apparent that it is perfectly understood. It is 
often of utmost importance that pupils be asked to give the 
thought of a paragraph in his own words. Whatever criticisms 
are deemed wise to be made use of should come from the teach- 
er rather than the pupils. 
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The function of supplementary reading is primarily to in- 
crease the child’s vocabulary, as well as ability to read under- 
standingly at sight. Little or no preparation isnecessary. The 
child's attention should not be allowed to be distracted from the 
author’s thought. Only glaring faults in tone, articulation and 
pronunciation should be noticed, and these should be mentioned 
at the close of the recitation. In this class of reading only sup- 
plementary readers should be used, and these should be within 
the child’s comprehension. It is also wise that the reading 
matter be of an interesting character. It is well, that interest- 
ing matter be given the pupils, especially for the poorer readers. 
In this way frequently children with little or no taste for read- 
ing are encouraged to persevere until they acquire a love for 
books and reading. 


SPELLING, 


The social and business value of spelling conspires to make 
this subject of great importance--far in excess of its position as 
a study of educational value. It must, therefore, receive care- 
ful consideration throughout the grades. During the first years 
in school, pre-eminentlv the memorizing age, this subject must 
be taught largely through eye. Later the ear assists the eye 
in determining spelling. In the lower grades it is well frequent- 
ly to divide words into syllables in oral spelling. The number 
of words to be studied each year is a matter about which educa- 
tors appear to be at variance. Personally I believe it is better 
to confine the work to a number sufficiently «mall to allow the 
pupil to master the content of the word as well as the spelling. 
‘The definitions of the word, its uses in various sentences calcu- 
lated to illustrate the meanings are valuable adjuncts to spell- 
ing. 

LANGUAGE. 


Asa means of getting thought, as well as of expressing 
thought, systematic training in the observation and practice of 
language both oral and written cannot begin too early nor con- 
tinue too persistently. The child's first lessons in school mark 
the beginning of this study—indeed he has already commenced 
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when he first began to express his thoughts in spoken language. 
As soon as he learns to read, he is ready to copy what he has 
learned or read. ‘Thus unconsciously the child learns the ar- 
rangement of words in sentences, paragraphs, stanzas, etc. 
More than this he thus is taught spelling, punctuation, and if 
appropriate selections are chosen, he soon fixes good forms and 
good sentiments in mind. The reading lesson, a story, the 
work in nature study soon become a means of carrying on the 
work begun in the lowest grades. ‘These may first be developed 
orally, later become the basis of a written lesson or composition. 
The child who has learned to express himself more or less flu- 
ently in his oral expression, has at least laid sound foundation 
for his language work. It is the child's privilege in this work 
to be reasonably free from suggestions and criticisms. In both 
written and oral language the teacher should, as far as possible, 
indicate errors rather than correct them. Oftentimes it is best 
not to point out the nature of an error. In this way the mistake 
when found is impressed upon the child’s mind as no amount 
of injudicious assistance on the part of the teacher could have 
done. ‘Teachers should resist the temptation to do the pupil’s 
work. ‘this is never wise. It is best, in whatever criticisms 
appear necessary, to give them in a kindly manner. An honest 
effort, even if it is not wholly successful, deserves commenda- 
tion; and improvements should beas carefully noted as de- 
fects. | 


It is an open question at what period in the child's school 
career, the mechanics of the language should be begun. It 
certainly has no very pronounced place until the reasoning fac- 
ulty has become partially developed. Whatever retards the 
faculty of speech in immature minds, whatever makes the child 
conscious of a breach of syntactical rules and principles serve 
as stumbling blocks rather than a helpful purpose. It would 
thus appear that technical grammar so-called should have the 
attention of older and wiser minds. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


Several changes have been made in this department of 
school work during the past year. The primary book, heretofore 
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completed at the end of the fourth grade, has been extended to 
the fifth grade, thus serving for two years. Because of this and 
other changes, the work in Geography will be completed during 
the seventh grade. Teachers report this change beneficial. 


Geography when correctly presented to the class becomes at 
once an interesting and profitable study. It is ascience, broader 
in its scope than almost any other. It comprehends, in its wider 
aspect, a portion of a variety of sciences such as Botany, Zoolo- 
gy, Mineralogy and Astronomy. It is clearly, therefore, com- 
prehensive in its scope, and one who aspires rightly to teach this 
subject should be master of its component parts. As a study 
it has all the elements of an active and vigorous reality. Both 
teachers and pupils know nature in her various phases. he 
length of rivers, the height of mountains and the directions of 
ocean currents are matters of drifling moment except as they 
affect the interests of mankind and his environment. In this 
way it is possible to point out the effect of location and climate 
upon the productions of the different countries, as well as 
the manners, customs, and temperaments of the inhabitants. 
When this science is thus presented, pupils are ready to bring 


before the classes whatever they are able to contribute to illus- 
trate the vegetable and mineral productions. Time tables, 


items of informations, pictures, stories of travel and adventure 
add greatly to the interest of the study. . 

Teachers who have become experts in this department of 
school work are-practically a unit that geography can best be 
taught by means of an Outline sufficiently elastic to meet all the 
essential features oí the subject. ‘Thus it is possible to use the 
topical method which becomes an aid to language teaching. 
The inexperienced teacher will obtain better results in this way 
than in any other. It will lessen the tendency to make the re- 
citation a mere memory exercise, and will inspire the pupils to 
make personal investigations. 


DRAWING. 


The work in drawing in the Pittsfield schools is conducted 
on much the same lines as heretofore. Much commendable work 
is being done at a comparatively small cost to the city. Excel- 
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lent specimens of the pupils’ hand work may be seen on the 
walls of practically all of our schools. Upon visiting days ex- 
ceedingly tasty and well arranged exhibits are made. The work 
at Christmas and Easter time is worthy of spec'al mention The 
teachers enter into the spirit of the occasion, thus making them 
enjoyable and memorable ones for the children. 

For a better appreciation of the educational value of draw- 
ing in the public schools, as well as to further the artistic sense, 
several of the larger schools in the city have expended unusual- 
ly large sums of money for pictures and wall decorations. This 
money has been earned, for the most part, by the schools, in 
giving exhibitions, etc., which in themselves have been the 
source of enjoyment as well as profit.

PITTSFIELD EXHIBIT AT ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION. 


The school work sent to the St. Louis Exposition during 
the latter part of 1903 and for which a diploma and a gold 
medal were awarded, was later forwarded to the Lewis and 
Clark Centennial Exposition, by special request. At the latter 
exposition the work received favorable mention by educators. 
In due time the Pittsfield schools received a diploma from this 
exhibition also. At the January meeting of the school board, 
in response to an urgent request for the Commissioners of Edu- 
cation in Buenos Ayres, the Committee unanimously voted to 
forward the exhibit to that place. 


MUSIC. 


Music in the public schools has a two-fold object. It helps 
the pupils to become proficient in reading musie and serves to 
relieve the tension of long-continued application upon other 
school duties. In general no subject in the course of study is 
entered into with more earnestness and zeal. ‘lhe influence of

the child’s life and character, because of the songs learned in ' 
the schoolrooms of today cannot be estimated. The inspira- 
tion of some simple song acts upon the child much the same as 
martial music arouses the soldier. During the past year the 
public school pupils have appeared before audiences and present- 
ed most creditable musical programs.

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


The results obtained from the introduction of this depart- 
ment of school work have amply justified its introduction and 
continuation. The teachers have been induced to be on the 
lookout for incorrect positions both in a sitting and a standing 
posture. All exercises likely to cause dust particles to arise 
have been discontinued. Pupils whose physical condition does 
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not warrant the more vigorous exercises are excused from partic- 
ipation in such. Each child, in a measure, receives personal at- 
tention. 

It is doubtless true that movements such as have been 
made use of are of great benefit to the growing child; but they 
can never take the place of vigorous exercises in the open air. 
In schools where open air exercise is possible and feasibie, it is 
universally conceded that such is to be vastly preferred. Teach- 
ers, therefore, are encouraged so to arrange their programs as to 
have ample opportunity for intermission in the open air.

GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


The pupils graduating from all the Grammar schools united 
in their closing exercises, in accordance with.a custom inaugu- 
rated some years ago. These exercises were held in the High 
School Auditorium on the evening of June 30, 1905.

EVENING SCHOOL. 


The fall term of the evening school began October 23, 
1905, and closed December 15, 1905. The winter term began 
January 1, 1906, and closed March 2, 1906. 

The terms just closed have been of unusual interest and 
importance, not alone because of excellent attendance, but be- 
cause of commendable zeal on the part of those attending. It 
has been, the endeavor of all having the best interests of the 
school at heart to see that its influence extended as far as possi- 
ble. Thus many were encouraged to allow nothing to interfere 
with their attendance. The spirit of the school was most com- 
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mendable, and the progress gratifying. The instructors were 
as follows:

HIGH SCHOOL. 


It is fair to measure the efficiency of a school of this grade 
by the ease with which its graduates enter higher schools of 
lcaıning, by the proficiency with which they maintain their class 
standing, but in a broader sense by the character of its gradu- 
ates and the adaptability with which they make themselves eff- 
c:ent and useful citizens in a given community. In whichever 
of these conditions, the pupils of our local schools are placed, I 
am sure they meet in general the required standards. If our 
ycung men and young ladies are given opportunity ade- 
quately to fit themselves for the exacting duties of life, whether 
their lot be that of a mechanic or in the learned professions, lit- 
tle else can be done by the municipality. This is just what our 
secondary schools are seeking to do. I maintain our local High 
School compares favorably in these respects with those of other 
cities. 

Several changes have been made during the past year in the 
hope of keeping this school among the best of its kind. These 
have been chiefly in the departments of History, English and 
Modern languages. Others are in contemplation, notably in 
science. The physical laboratory should be furnished with ade- 
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quate apparatus to make it possible for pupils desiring to offer 
science for college entrance, to do so. With this added facility, 
together with sufficient teaching force to care for its constantly 
increasing numbers, the school would be excellently equipped. 
for efficient work. | 

Recently at the suggestion of the School Board, a special 
committee was appointed to make a report upon the system of 
Shorthand taught in the Business Department. Upon mature 
deliberation the committee deemed it wise to make recommen- 
dations to the Board of a somewhat sweeping character. Atthe 
present time, nothing of a definite nature has been done, but 
from the care with which this question has been considered, it 


is safe to predict several radical changes will be made, which, I 
am convinced, will add breadth and dignity to this department. 
The recommendation of this committee is as follows:

Gentlemen :— 

The special committee to whom were referred matters re- 
lating to the Shorthand in the Business Course in the High 
School .beg to report as follows: 

We have held two meetings during the present month at 
which we have had as advisers both the Superintendent of 
Schools and the Principal of the High School. After extended 
inquiries and correspondence we have satisfied ourselves that the 
Ben Pitman, the Isaac Pitman, and the Graham systems of 
Shorthand are more widely used than any others. We feel, 
however, that the choice of a system will have to depend upon 
circumstances. We should strongly recommend one of these sys- * 
tems. 

We have investigated with considerable care the apparent 
wishes of the public regarding the Business course as a whole. 
We find that some eight years ago these branches of the Busi- 
ness course were added to the High School studies to meet 
what appeared to be a demand on the part of the citizens of 
Pittsfield. From that time to the present, this course has been 
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taught by the regular teachers without the cost of any special 
teacher or expensive equipment. At the time of its introduc- 
tion it was not expected that pupils would select this course in 
the hope of acquiring a thorough-going commercial training, 
but rather that instruction might be given in the fundamentals 
of business for the pupils’ personal and private use. This course 
has proven popular beyond the expectations of its originators. 
Fully twenty per cent. of all the pupils attending the High 
School since its introduction, have been enrolled in these classes. 
We find, however, that the course when completed is equal to 
only about a three months’ course in an ordinary business col- 
lege. There isan apparent understanding that the High School 
Business course should fit and be equal to, if not superior to, a 
six or nine months’ course at a Business College. With this 
resume and with the knowledge of our citizens’ wishes, we de- 
sire to go on record as recommending the broadening of the 
course by the addition of a teacher skilled in all commercial 
branches, including shorthand to take general direction of this 
course, an entire rearranging of the course to meet the desired 
conditions and an equipment adequate to furnish a complete 
training in these branches, and we feel that such ean be given 
with an expenditure of $1,000 to $1,500 per year and that its 
graduates will be able successfully to compete with others com- 
ing from Commercial colleges. 
We recommend for your consideration the following sched- 
ule: that Shorthand recitations be conducted every day instead 
‚of twice per week as at present, that Typewriting be offered. for 
two consecutive periods every alternate school day instead of 
twice per week as at present; that Bookkeeping, Commercial 
Geography, English, Commercial Arithmetic, Commercial Law, 
and Commercial Correspondence be offered twice per week in 
their respective places as at present; that Spelling and Penman- 
. ship be added to the studies now taught and to receive adequate 
consideration; that all elective studies now necessary owing to 
the inadequate teaching force be discontinued and that the en- 
tire time of students taking the Business course be applied to 
the studies in those branches and that certificates or diplomas 
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be awarded only to those who pass the required examinations by 
an average of 75 per cent.

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TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The Training School has been a strong factor in our system 
of schools for more than twenty years, during which time it has 
graduated more than; one-half of the teaching force in the public 
schools of Pittsfield. Its record entitles it to words of praise. 
It has served the purpose for which it was intended. 

During the latter part of last year, it was thought best by 
the Committee to use this school as an Observation school and 
appoint as pupil-teachers only those who have successfully com- 
pleted a course in a Normal School. In advocating this change, 
the Committee wisely took the ground that the state normal 
schools, with their carefully selected corps of teachers, are able 
to do far more for the prospective teacher than the local Train- 
ing school can possibly do. 

The following regulation was adopted at the time of the 
above-mentioned change, respecting the future appointment of 
teachers: 

“Teachers seeking appointment to positions in the grades in 
the public schools of Pittsfield shall be examined at such times 
‚as may be deemed advisable by a Board of Examiners, composed 
of the Superintendent of Schools and two Principals toi be elect- 
ed, the Superintendent to be chairman of the board. One mem- 
ber from the list of Principals is to serve for one year and one 
for two years, and thereafter one member is to be elected each 
year to serve for two years. No elective member shall serve for 
two consecutive terms. 

The board of examiners shall prepare, conduct and pass 
upon the examination of applicants for position as teachers in 
the Public Schools of Pittsfield. After each examination, the 
Board cf Examiners shall furnish the School Committee with a 
list of the successful candidates, together with the standing of 
each. 

The School Committee shall appoint teachers to fill all va- 
cancies as outlined above, from the list furnished by the Board 


of Examiners.” 
Approved June 1, 1905. 
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Miss Mary A. Brennan, Principal Center Grammar School, 
and Mr. Charles E. Bennett, Principal Linden Street Grammar 
School, were elected to serve with the Superintendent as a 
board of examiners until June 1, 1906. 

The graduating exercises of the Training School took place 
on Wednesday, June 28, at 2 o'clock. The’ essays and class room 
exercises showed that the class had received careful instruction 
as well as muclı interest and enthusiasm for their intended voca- 
tion. Dr. William M. Mercer, in behalf of the School Commit- 
tee, in thoughtful and pleasing remarks presented the diplomas 
to the graduating class, after congratulating them upon the 
completion of fourteen years of student life.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The advantage of a good public library to those who are 
pursuing studies can scarcely be estimated, and its value in con- 
nection with school work is now recognized as never before. 
The work of a student is no longer confined to the pages of a 
single text-book, but he is required to consult authorities upon 
the subjects studied. It is fortunate that we have a library well sup- 
plied with the best books that can be had for those who are pursu- 
ing special studies; and it is an important duty of teachers to em- 
phasize in their teaching the value of the proper use of books as 
a means of training, and to direct their pupils how to use them 
in order to get the best results. A library properly used is the 
most valuable adjunct to educational work, but its use by young 
people in a desultory way, without intelligent direction, often 
becomes the worst kind of mental dissipation. It is well to em- 
phasize the fact that a few good books carefully read and re-read 
are of more value, educationally, than the careless reading of 
many books. It is, therefore, incumbent upon teachers to di- 
rect, as far as ‘possible, the pupils’ reading in order that they 
may form a taste for good literature.

CHARLES A. BYRAM. 
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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Charles A Byram, Superintendent of Schools : 


DEAR SIR:—As principal of the High School I have the 
honor to submit the following report for the year 1905. 

With the opening of the fall term there was an unusually 
large increase in the enrolment of the school, so that it became 
necessary to occupy an additional room on the first floor of the 
building. The total enrolment at the close of the fall term, 
Dec. 15, 1905, was 360. ‘That for the corresponding term of 
1904 was 313. ‘There has, therefore, been a gain of 47 pupils, 
or about 15 per cent., over the enrolment of one year ago. A 
comparison of this increase with the average rate of increase for 
the last ten years shows a striking contrast. ‘The enrolment for 
1895 was 239. There has thus been a gain in ten years of 121 
pupils, or about 50 per cent., and nearly two-fifths of this en- 
tire gain has been received within the past year. 

This unusual increase in numbers and the consequent occu- 
pation of an additional room made the appointment of a new 
teacher imperative, and Mrs. Anna F. Bennett was ap- 
pointed at the opening of the fall term. Our teaching force 
now numbers eleven members. This number of teachers is con- 
siderably below the average for schools of this size and is not suf- 
ficient to enable the school to do its best work. I learn from 
Mr. A. W. MacDonald of the State Board of Education that the 
average proportion of teachers in tne high schools of Massachu- 
setts 1s one teacher to every twenty-five pupils. In order, there- 
fore, to be on the same footing in this respect with even the av- 
erage of other schools in the state we would require three more 
teachers. i 

One way in which we are seriovsly handicapped on account 
of the numerical inadequacy of our teaching force appears in the 
large size of the divisions necessitated thereby. We have at 
present seventy-five different recitation divisions in the school. 
Of these there are twenty-seven divisions containing over twen- 
ty-five pupils each, while seventeen of these contain over thirty 
each, and six over forty each. In my opinion a division of 
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more than twenty-five pupils is larger than is for the best ad- 
vantage of the pupils. Especially is this true when, as in our 
case, each recitation period is limited to forty minutes. 

The change in the time of the session which went into ef- 
fect at the opening of the fall term and in accordance with 
which the school assembles at eight-thirty instead of nine o’clock 
and is dismissed at one instead of two, meets with the general 
approval of both teachers and pupils. At first it was thought 
that tardiness would be increased by the change, but while the 
tardiness record has been higher than I wish it might have been, 
yet it has been actually considerably lower than last year. During 
the fall term of 1904, when the session began at nine o’clock, with 
an average membership of 299.95 we had 809 cases of tardiness, 
or 2.€97 cases per pupil. During the fall term just past, how- 
ever, with an average membership of 346.3 we had only 716 
cases, or 2.068 cases per pupil. These figures show an actual 
decrease in tardiness of twenty-three per cent. I am convinced 
that the opportunity afforded by the present arrangement to 
reach home in season for a warm dinner is an advantage to health 
that more than makes up for the slight inconvenience that 
some may expcrience from the earlier hour of opening. 

In consequence of this change the patronage of the lunch 
counter has fallen off considerably, as in fact was anticipated. 
The average sales per week have amounted to $44.68 during the 
fall term of 1905 as compared with $56.12 per week for the cor- 
responding term of 1904. Even with these diminished receipts, 
however, the lunch counter has thus far been able to meet its 
expenses. 

The recent decision of the School Committee by which pu- 
pils may be required to return in the afternoon for extra work 
when they seem to be falling behind in their studies has proved 
to be of considerable advantage. Every teacher returns one or 
more afternoons each week for the purpose of assisting pupils 
who have either been prevented by illness from keeping up with 
their classes or who for any reason need additional instruction. 
In this way many who would otherwise fail to pass in their 
term’s work are enabled to pass. 

At your request the teachers have undertaken this year to 
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revive the work in declamation and recitation which has of ne- 
cessity been omitted for several years. By apportioning the work 
of drilling pupils for these exercises among tne various teachers 
we have been able to arrange for one such exercise per term for 
each member of the three upper classes. The work of rehearsing, 
however, has to be done almost entirely after. school hours and 
it is a task that weighs heavily upon the teachers, most of whom 
were already overburdened with their regular work. The pupils 
have entered inte the work for the most part with enthusiasm, 
and are planning to take part in the Berkshire County prize 
speaking contest which is to be held next May in Pittsfield. I 
hope that this work thus undertaken under unfavorable condi- 
tions may appeal to the School Committee as of sufficient value 
to warrant their ultimately providing a teacher especially equip- 
ped for such work. The school has reached such a size that the 
entire time of a teacher ‘would be required to give adequate in- 
struction in elocution to the whole body of pupils. 

Our courses in history, I believe, ought to be revised so that 
more time might be allowed for English history and so that some 
study of general European history might be introduced. ‘There 
is at present no course in general history, while the time allow- 
ed for the history of England is only fifteen weeks with two rec- 
itations per week. I think algo that the course ın English his- 
tory should be taken by all pupils in the school. 

There is on the part of pupils preparing for college an in- 
creasing demand for laboratory work in physics. For this we 
have not at present the apparatus required. Moreover with the 
increase in size of the entering classes Mr. Russell’s time is 
so fully occupied that he could not undertake additional work of 
this sort without being relieved of at least one of his present di- 
visions. l 

Of the fifty-one members of the class of 1905 in the four- 
year courses forty-six received diplomas last June, while five 
took only partial courses. In the business course thirteen of the 
fifteen members of the class of 1905 received certificates. Of 
the fifty-one members of the four-year class thirty. or nearly 
sixty per cent., are continuing their education in higher insti- 
tutions. Thirteen of these have entered normal schools, twelve 
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have entered college, and five have entered other institutions of 
learning. Of the fifteen members of the business class six re- 
turned to the high school and entered the Junior class These 
figures, I believe show a commendable degree of interest in high- 
er education on the part of our graduates. 

In conclusion I wish to express my personal gratitude to 
yourself, to the members of the School Committee, to my fel- 
low teachers, to the pupils of the school, and to their parents for 
the uniform courtesy and help extended'to me in carrying on 
the work of the school.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING 
SCHOOL. 


To Charles A. Byram, Superintendent of Schools : 


DEAR Sır:--I have the honor to submit mv annual report 
for the year ending December 15, 1905. 

As it is the business of the teuchers to develop the mental 
and moral faculties of their pupils that they may acquire knowl- 
edge, and to help the future generations to get their bearings, 
and act intelligently, I believe a eity of this size is greatly ben- 
efited by having a School of Observation. 

Such a school furnishes a place where Normal graduates can 

observe and teach in the different grades, under the guidance of 
a principal, and competent assistants. The timegiven to practice 
work, with pupils in the Normal Schools is limited, and it is the 
opinion of the leading principals of such schools, that beginners 
in the teaching profession ought first to serve for a longer or 
shorter period in a School of Observation before receiving per- 
manent appointments. 
- Inall other professions, applicants for positions, after grad- 
uation must serve a certain number of months, under the direc- 
tion of competent instructors, before they are accepted by the 
Board of Examiners. 
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If this is true in other professions, the same rule ought to 
‚be applicable to the candidates for the teacher’s profession. An 
opportunity would not only be given the young beginners to 
manifest their ability and reveal their personality, but also to 
the school board to judge of their fitness, that they may secure 
the best teachers. 

In September two bright young Normal graduates were sent 
up to the school for observation and teaching, and they have 
manifested most promising qualifications. More such young 
women could easily be accommodated. 

Work in the different grades has progressed in a most satis- 
factory manner. ‘The zealous efforts of our senior teachers, and 
the painstaking and helpfulness of the special teachers in Draw- 
ing, Music and Physical Culture greatly facilitated the closing of 
a most successful year’s work. The ‘‘Walsh’s New Arithme- 
tic” is giving excellent satisfaction. Several of the parents have 
spoken most favorably of the merits of this book. 

In the process of Subtraction, we have tried the method 
suggested by Mr. W. B. Rice, and find that it readily appeals 
to the minds of the pups It is praetical, and greatly simpli- 
fies the work. 

I have examined the books ** Steps in English," and with 
the exception of a type error, I found them most desirable books 
for language work. I believe a long felt need will be supplied 
by the introduction of these language books. 

The graduating exercises of the Training Class June 28, 
1905, were largely attended by the friends and patrons of the 
school. 

In closing, I extend to the School Board and to our worthy 
Superintendent, gratitude for kindness received.

DEAR Sır:— During the year 1905, 155 children have been 
registered at our two kindergartens. Of this number 141 have 
attended for four weeks or more. The average attendance has 
been 35.38 at Russell’s, 32.37 at Fenn Street; the membership 
41.46 at Russell’s and 36.98 at Fenn Street, larger numbers than 
at any time since the kindergartens were opened. In the an- 
tumn term at the Fenn Street school the names of several child- 
ren for whom there was no room, were kept on a waiting list. 
There has been one change in the teaching force. Mrs. John 
P. Lane has taken Miss Morris’s place at the Russell Kindergar- 
ten. 

At the end of the summer term Mr. Seavey invited the 
Fenn Street kindergarten to spend tae afternoon at the Aspin- 
wall, Through the kindness of Mr. Thomas N. Enright and 
Sheriff Nicholson about forty children were carried down in 
large wagons and were royally entertained by Mr. Seavey. The 
Russell kindergarten was treated to good times at Pontoosuc 
lake by Mrs. Acly.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council:— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Public Works respectfully 
submit the following report of the operations in this depart- 
ment for the year 1905. The most important work of the 
year has been the extension of the new sewer system to the 
westerly side of the city. Owing to the extensive surface 
drainage work done last year the work along these lines for 
this year have not been of great magnitude, although consid- 
erable has been done to ameliorate surface water conditions. 
The water department has come in for a large part of the 
Board’s attention, the low pressure and leaks of last spring 
causing some alarm. Preparations have been made looking 
to increased pressure and storage capacity, provisions made 
by the installation of by-passes which will obviate the neces- 
sity for shutting off the City’s water supply in almost any 
contingency, and the prospective plan to take in the waters 
of some of the brooks on the west side of the City to pro- 
vide that section with water. The sanitary condition of the 
City has had marked attention and the Board in conjunction 
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with the Board of Health have extended the sewer system 
greatly. The separation of surface water and sewage has 
been carried on until but a small part remains to be done. 
The foregoing is merely a summary of the work done, more 
complete information being found in the following pages un- 
der different departments. 


WATER WORKS. 


Extensions have been made to the system during the year 
as follows: Myrtle Street, 150 feet; Wallace Place, 270 feet; 
Hawthorne Street, 240 feet, and Liberty Street, 129 feet. All 
of the above were six inch. Renewals have been made as 
follows :—Wellington Avenue, 260 feet, Dewey Avenue, 560 
feet, Columbus Avenue, 473 feet. All were renewed with 
six inch. Early last spring a bad leak was discovered at 
Sackett dam which was promptly repaired. The coping stone 
at Mill Brook dam had also become loosened and these were 
reset and the masonry pointed up. New steamer hydrants 
have been put in to the number of 5. Five new stop gates 
were added to the system. The total length of pipe laid this 
year in renewals and extensions were 2,076 feet. Leaks to 
the number of 28 were discovered and repaired. Twenty-six 
meters were set during the year making 210 now in use. 
The great consumption of water which is proven by the 
amount of sewage pumped daily led the Board to believe that 
there were serious leaks on the system. The whole line has 
been carefully gone over. Experiments with the pitometer 
have been made a detailed report of which will be submitted 
to the Water Committee of the City Council at a later date. 
The recommendation of the Board in their report of last year 
as to the application of receipts from the water department to 
the water debt was approved by the Mayor in his annual 
message and is again commended to your consideration. The 
water work is the most valuable asset the City has and shows 
each year a healthy growth. The plant is in excellent condi- 
tion and the cost of maintenance will compare favorably with 
any of its size. At this writing the water at Ashley Lake 
stands within 45 inches from the top of the new dam. 
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SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS. 


During the season 189 sewer connections have been made 
to the new system. Water connections have been put in to the 
number of 85. The strenuous efforts of the Board of Health 
have resulted in most of the older houses in the City being 
connected with the sewer system. 


WATER METERS. 


The Board are as firmly convinced of the propriety of in- 
stalling water meters as when they last reported. Thousands 
of gallons of water are wasted daily for which the City 
receives no revenue, and which is annually increasing the cost 
of pumping at the sewage station and filtering at the beds. 
The largest amount of water necessary should be allowed to 
insure sanitation, but when authorities agree that this is from 
40 to 60 gallons per capita per day, while we are using from 
150 to 200 gallons per capita per day, shows that there is 
something radically wrong in the use of water here. It 
should be borne in mind that when meters are installed 
throughout the system the rates would be revised to meet 
then existing conditions. The taker would then be charged 
ony for what he used with a reasonable addition for fixed 
charges such as interest, maintenance and payments on water 
debt. The taker who ruthlessly wastes water would pay for 
his waste which is after all the primary object in installing 
meters. 


POLLUTION. 


The Board are pleased to report in this connection that 
they have purchased the John McMahon property on Mill 
Brook during the year. The parcel contains about 94 acres 
and the price paid was $2,100. This was one of the most 
dangerous sources of pollution on the system, and the City 
is to be congratulated upon its acquisition. The buildings 
on the property have all been removed and all refuse gathered 
up and burned. The rules and regulations promulgated by the

State Board of Health for the protection of our water sup- 
plies are ample and should be rigidly enforced.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The Board each year in its annual report calls attention 
to the inadequacy of the appropriation made for the high- 
ways. The sum of $30,000 would be none too great to allow 
for the proper care of this most important department. The 
scarcity of good gravel makes its use almost prohibitive. We 
have used this year about 4,000 loads of gravel and the 
average cost spread upon the highways has been about 80 
cents a yard. When it is taken into consideration that we 
must also care for snow, in some seasons to the extent of 
$4,000, one can draw some idea of the amount left for the 
care of about 150 miles of streets and roads. In addition all 
railings along the highways, sluices, the trimming of trees 
and removal of dead ones, and the cleaning of catch-basins 
are charged to this account. The latter is particularly ex- 
pensive requiring the services of three men and a team of 
horses practically the entire season. It might be the part of 
wisdom to appropriate a certain amount each year to be ex- 
pended upon macadam for residential streets—the same to be 
left to the discretion of the Board. The fact that macadam 
has withstood the heavy traffic of Columbus Avenue for near- 
ly ten years with only slight repairs, until this year, is a very 
subtle argument in its favor, considering the high price of 
gravel. The Board recommends the subject of macadam roads 
for residential streets to your Honorable Body for your most 
earnest consideration. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


A force of five men with brooms and scrapers and one 
horse and cart have been employed in keeping clean our one 
and one-fourth miles of paved streets. During the year the 
Board have purchased a horse for this work, the saving in 
horse hire allowing this from the street sweeping account. 
The streets are swept with horse sweepers once a week on 
Saturday night. About 700 loads of manure have been taken 
from the streets and sold, the proceeds being turned over to 
the Collector of Taxes on account of highways.

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ONOTA STREET DRAIN. 


A surface drain to relieve conditions on Onota Street 
was built during the year, running through Gilbert Street, 
and across private land to the Housatonic River. The land 
in question was the property of the West heirs, and there 
were sO many of them and as it was difficult to reach them 
to have the proper papers for an easement signed, it was 
mutually agreed that the city should take the land by the 
right of eminent domain and this was done. The drain is 
905 feet long and was built of 15 and 12 inch Akron pipe. The 
cutting was from six to nine feet deep and as many boulders 
were encountered, the work was particularly difficult. Five 
manholes and two catch-basins were built on the line. 


East HOUSATONIC STREET DRAINAGE. 


Two pieces of surface drainage were completed on this 
street, one running from Howard street to Appleton avenue, 
and the other from Bartlett avenue to Wendell avenue. This 
greatly relieves surface water conditions on the street. The 
drain was constructed of 610 feet of 15 inch Akron, 64 feet of 
12 inch, and 124 feet of Io inch. To facilitate the cleaning of 
the drain in case of necessity two manholes and 6 catch-basins 
were built on the line. 


ELIZABETH STREET DRAIN. 


A fifteen inch surface water sewer was laid in Elizabeth 
street, commencing at Clinton avenue and running through 
Henry avenue to East Mill street, connecting with the old drain 
at this point. This locality has suffered after each rain from 
water standing in pools and becoming offensive, while in win- 
ter it was difficult for the pupils of the Redfield school to reach 
the building at times. The drain is 726 feet long. Eight catch- 
basins and four manholes were built on the line. Clinton ave- 
nue and Elizabeth street are very flat where this drain com- 
mences and the work will greatly improve conditions here. 
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WEST STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge which was unfinished when the Board made 
their last report was completed and opened to the public in 
March. The structure impresses one at once with its solidity 
as well as architectural beauty, and numerous Boards and ofh- 
cials from other cities have visited here to inspect it. This is 
the first concrete bridge built in Pittsfield and demonstrates 
that the use of concrete is no longer an experiment. The 
Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Co., paid to the city $2771.36 
as their share of the cost of the bridge. 


Peck? Roap BRIDGES. 


The construction of the line of the Pittsfield Electric 
Street Railway Co. ovér Peck’s Road necessitated their build- 
ing three bridges to carry their road outside of the City’s 
bridges. As these structures owned by the city were old fash- 
'ioned affairs, much out of repair, the Board deemed it wise to 
co-operate with the Company and rebuild these bridges in con- 
junction with them. The abutments have been relaid, roadways 
widened, sidewaks built on two of the bridges, and new and 
heavier I beams put in. The bridges are now safe and con- 
venient for travel. The expense involved was about $700. 


WEsT BRANCH HOUSATONIC RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


This work was inspired and carried on by the Mayor and 
the Board of Health was actually done by the Board. The 
banks of the river from near the Linden street bridge to the 
old Satinet Mill have been cleaned up and rubbish removed. 
Dumping places along the river have been abolished by string- 
ent action on the part of the Board of Health, one case being 
brought into court and the offender fined. The slopes have 
been sown to grass and the river posted for its entire length. 
About six hundred feet of railing similar to that used by the 
State Highways Commission was built on Mill street from the 
West street bridge to the Boston and Albany R. R.-Co. land. 


N Google 
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BARTLETT AVENUE GRADING. 


That portion of this street lying between East Housatonic 
street and Board street was worked to the established grade. 
The soil of the street is hard-pan and this was removed to the 
depth of about six inches and replaced with good gravel. 


- Paved gutters were laid on both sides of the street as far 


south as the summit of the grade. A concrete sidewalk was 
laid on the west side of the street and one should be built on 
the east side as Miss Hall’s school is located here and a large 
number of pupils pass over the street daily. The street is now 
a beautiful thoroughfare from East street to Board street. 


TYLER STREET GRADING. 


As the work done on this street last year left the street 
in an unfinished condition, the City Council made an appro- 
priation to complete it this year. There was considerable of a 
cut on the street just easterly of Harvard street, and the sur- 
plus material taken from here was used in filling several low 
places on the Dalton road, where water formerly stood in 
pools. The street was a hard-pan soil and had to be excavated 
for about six inches and replaced with gravel. It is now in 
good condition. 


WAHCONAH STREET MACADAM. 


An appropriation of $1,500 was included in the annual 
budget for repairing macadam on Wahconah Street. The 
Pittsfield Electric Street Railway Company held a franchise 
to double track this street and announced their intention to 
do the work this year. To repair the macadam until this was 
done would be a useless expenditure of money. The Board 
therefore asked the City Council for authority to use the 
money to repair macadam on Columbus Avenue and Fenn 
Street. This was granted, and the macadam was picked up 
and rolled, a new top-dressing put on and all thoroughly rolled 
into place. These streets will now last without any consid- 
erable repairs for some time to come. About $1,475 was ex- 
pended on the work. 
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. ° SIDEWALKS. 


*:^*7The money expended in the construction of sidewalks 
“each year is appreciated as much as in any department of the 
‘City Government. It has been the policy of the Board to ex- 
tend the mileage of concrete sidewalks every season. Gravel 
walks have been built in some sections but only where the- 
traffic is light. This City has a reputation for good walks and 
the work should be continued. Concrete sidewalks have been 
built in 1905 on ‘South Church Street, Briggs Avenue, First 
Street, near the Orchard street School, Depot Street, Brad- 
ford Street, Center Street and Bartlett Avenue. Concrete 
walks have been reconstructed on Bank Row, from the 
Atheneum to South Street, on South Street, from the south 
line of the Wendell Hotel to the south line of the Pittsfield 
Coal Gas Company, and on North Street, west side, from 
Burbank Lane south 250 feet. Gravel walks have been built 
on Charles Street, Russell Terrace and a portion of Pomeroy 
Avenue. In all 3,045 feet of concrete was laid in new walks, 
415 feet has been re-surfaced, and 815 feet of gravel walk laid. 
A large amount of work has been done in repairing, concrete 
walk repairs, etc. The expenditure in this department was 
about $6,000. In connection with sidewalk work two small 
parks or triangles, one above the House of Mercy and the 
other at the foot of East Street, have been graded, turfed and 
seeded, adding much to the surroundings and being a step in 
the realization of the City Beautiful. The Board find that the 
best results for the construction of concrete walks on resi- 
dential streets are obtained by a mixture of 90 per cent of 
tar and crushed stone and Io per cent of refined asphalt ce- 
ment. In hard walks and driveways a mixture of 50 per cent 
tar and crushed stone and 50 per cent of asphalt is used. Ex- 
periments were made during the last season with an asphalt- 
um which is found in California and which if it proves sat- 
isfactory will enable the Board to construct sidewalks at 
greatly reduced prices. The piece of work in question will 
be examined after the frost has left the ground when it can be 
determined fully how the same has stood the severity of a 
Berkshire winter. 
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NEW SEWERS. 


The Board have done an unusual amount of work in this 
department. The most important work was the Onota Street 
system, which provides sewer accommodations for a large sec- 
tion lying west of the Housatonic River. Another most diffi- 
cult undertaking was the construction of a. sewer in Jordan 
Avenue. This will ultimately extend westward to Merriam 
Street and it was necessary in doing this work to cross private 
lands. Easements were secured from Thomas Renfrew, Jo- 
seph Laravea and George W. Holt at a total cost of $350. 
The building of the sewer was a serious problem as the street 
is nearly on a level with the river, and quicksand was encoun- 
tered in cuts ranging from six to twenty-three feet deep. 
There has also been constructed a sewer running from How- 
ard Street across land of Thomas Lowden & Sons to the east 
trunk sewer. An easement was secured from Mr. Lowden for 
the sewer at a cost of $266. This is another step in the 
separation of sewage and surface water, the old sewer for- 
merly carrying both. Following is a list of the sewers built

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SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The City’s plant for the disposal of sewage has worked 
entirely satisfactory. The pumps are uniformly run about 
eight hours a day every day in the year. The large number 
of sewer connections that have been made, carrying with them 
a correspondingly large amount of water to be pumped and 
filtered, will probably necessitate additional filtration area at 
a not far distant date. A duplicate pump to be installed in 
the pumping station and for which provision was made when 
. the station was built is also a near future need. The crank 
shaft to the sewage pump broke early in December causing a 
shut-down of the plant for a time. This was replaced and the 
pumps are now running again in good shape. Duplicate run- 
ning parts have also been purchased for the pump which will 
insure us against any reasonable break in the machinery. The 
suit brought against the city by James Fallon, for alleged 
damage to his land by the percolation of sewage from the 
beds, has been settled by the purchase of the land. The mat- 
ter was left to an arbitration committee consisting of John 
Glennon of Dalton, George Noble of Pittsfield and Martin 
Coleman of Richmond. The award of the committee was 
$4,250. The piece of land in question lies southerly of the 
sewer beds on the line between Pittsfield and Lenox and com- 
prises about 28 acres. The acquisition of this land should do 
away with any possible claims for damage against the city 
by reason of the proximity of its sewage disposal area. The 
filter beds were all raked and harrowed last spring, the sludge 
removed, and the manholes and aprons repaired. Ordinarily 
two men are employed at the filter fields during the summer 
season. There are also two men employed at the pumping 
station all the year around. 


PARK AND COMMON. 


Some of the recommendations made by the Board in their 
last report have been carried to completion at this place during 
the year. Acting with a special committee of the City Coun- 
cil appointed early in the year the Board have wrought many 
changes. The band-stand so long a bone of contention has 
been moved from tne location near the Court House to the 
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Common, Additional electric lights have been put in all 
about the grounds. A fountain was purchased and set in 
place. A number of swings and trapeze with iron supports 
were erected on the south side of the grounds. Paths have 
been cut and nicely cared for, the trees trimmed and dead 
growth removed, and about 45 settees placed about the place. 
A caretaker was also appointed and made a special police offi- 
cer to look after the Common. This makes it possible for 
ladies and children to frequent the grounds without danger of 
insult and annoyance from the gentlemen of leisure and 
“bridge players” who formerly appropriated the grounds. 
The formal opening of the Common by a band concert after 
improvements had been made awoke the citizens to the beauty 
spot they had in their midst and which they had not before 
realized. A number of Canadian poplars which had attained 
to good growth were presented to the City and set at the 
Common by Mr. John Corkhill. Much was done this year to 
make the place what it really should be and it is earnestly 
hoped by the Board that the good work may be continued. 


REPAIR OF BUILDINGS. 


Early in the year the Board finished the renovation of.the 
City Hall which last year was done only on the first floor. 
‘ The upper floors have been painted throughout, the same color 
scheme being employed. The building although not present- 
ing a very inviting appearance outside is pleasant and com- 
fortable and well adapted for the work of the several offices 
at present. The heat for the building has been furnished the 
same as last year by the Pittsfield Electric Company and is 
entirely satisfactory. 


SECOND STREET BRIDGE. 


The old bow-string truss bridge which crossed the tracks 
of the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad at Sec- 
ond Street, and which had been in service some 35 years, was 
given an examination last year and pronounced unsafe. In 
order to fully satisfy themselves of the condition of the 
bridge the Board sought the advice of Prof. George F. Swain, 
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the engineer for the Massachusetts Railroad Commission and 
an authority on bridges. He said the bridge was unsafe for 
modern travel. At the time the bridge was built but few iron 
bridges were in use and they were built light in order to com- 
pete with wooden bridge builders. The Board had plans and 
specifications prepared for the superstructure by Edward S. 
Shaw, C. E., of Boston and who had done a lot of work for 
the Massachusetts Highway Commission. The specifications 
for the abutments were prepared by the City’s engineer. Bids 
were asked for the construction of bridge and abutments. The 
contract for the superstructure was awarded to the Eastern 
Bridge & Structural Co., of Worcester, they being the lowest 
bidders, the price to be $8,297. The contract for the abut- 
ments was awarded to Dwyer Brothers of Dalton, Mass, they 
being the lowest bidders. The abutments cost about $10,000 
and are practically completed. The contract for the removal- 
of the old bridge was awarded to the Owego Bridge Co., of 
Owego, N. Y., for $450. The new bridge is to be of heavy 
plate girder construction with a clear span of 73 feet, and is 
to have a 28 foot roadway and two five foot sidewalks. The 
closing of the bridge has been a great inconvenience and the 
Board -fully realize it, but considering public safety there was 
no other alternative left to them. We have assurances from 
the bridge company that the iron will be in place early in the 
month of March.

RECOM MENDATIONS. 


The Board recommend that the following pieces of work 
be done during the present year if possible to do so: 

Renewal of 2 inch pipe in Pomeroy Avenue with 6 inch 
pipe. 

Renewal of 3 inch pipe in Howard Street with 6 inch pipe. 

Renewal of 3 inch pipe in Third Street with 6 inch pipe. 

A six inch water pipe should be laid in Pond Street, 
where there is no water pipe at present, and connected with 
the Second Street line. The pipe should also be carried across 
the new Second Street bridge instead of running through a 
cellar and under the railroad as at present. 
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Bridge on Peck’s Road at the canal should be re-surfaced. 

The surface drain to South Onota Street and Merriam 
Street should be finished. 

Steel cases should be installed in the Engineer’s “vault 
for records. 

The Board are in favor of an ADPEODIODOR for macadam 
on residential streets. 

The bridge at Taconic has been. propped up for some 
.time and a new bridge should be built at this point. 

- On South Street the City has a difficult problem to solve. 
It is the desire of a large part of the citizens to see it paved. 
This would entail a large expense. The street is particularly 
shady and is a hard one to keep in condition as a gravel street. 
To macadamize it with the prospect of the macadam being 
torn up within a short time to pave it would not seem to the 
Board a wise thing to do. After careful consideration the 
Board would recommend that South Street be paved with 
some permanent material. 


HIGHWAY COMMITTEE WORK. 


The engineering department has done the surveying on 
the following streets laid out, relocated or discontinued as 
City ways: Woodleigh Avenue, South Onota Street, Brown 
Street, Second Street, North Street at Lanesboro Road dis- 
continuance. 

Surveys have also been made on the following streets 
but they have not as yet been accepted by the City government: 
View Street, McArthur Street, Richmond Avenue, George 
Street, Forest Place. 

The engineering department have also made surveys of 
the property at the city farm, and the perambulation of the 
City lines which is called for by law was carried out under 
this department. 

The Board desire at this time to extend to their employes 
in the various departments their earnest commendation for 
the manner in which they have carried out the work detailed 
to them, as well as the spirit of absolute harmony which has 
prevailed in this department, and to tender their thanks and 
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appreciation to His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council 
for many courtesies accorded to them during the year.

To His Honor, THE Mayor, AND THE HONORABLE City 
COUNCIL:— 


Gentlemen:—In compliance with the City Ordinance 
I herewith submit my tenth annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1905. 

The department has responded to 86 alarms during the 
year, of which 26 were box alarms, 56 telephone or verbal 
calls and 4 false alarms. 

Apparatus— The apparatus of the department con- 
sists of one Silsby engine, two Clapp and Jones engines, 
three combination wagons, two hook and ladder trucks, 
one wagon, capacity 1500 feet hose, one hose sleigh, two 
exercise wagons, two sleighs, one hook and ladder sleigh, 
two chief's buggies, one sleigh; the whole distributed as 
follows: 

Central Station—One third-class Silsby engine, one 
fourth-class Clapp and Jones engine, one hook and ladder 
truck, two combination chemical and hose wagons, one hose 
sleigh, and one hook and ladder sleigh. 

Engine House No. 3—One fourth-class Clapp and Jones 
engine, one combination chemical and hose wagon. 

Veteran Firemen’s House—One Hook and Ladder Truck. 

Stearnsville—Hand engine and hose cart.

PERMANENT FORCE. 


The manual force of the department has been some- 
what changed by the revision of the Fire Department ordi- 
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nance which became effective July 1, 1905. The present 
organization is constituted as follows: 


One chief engineer. 

One assistant chief engineer. 
Two captains. 

Twelve permanent men. 


CALL FORCE. 


Five foremen. 

Forty-five call firemen. 

Forty-eight Volunteer members of the West Pittsfield 
Engine Company. 

A private organization at the “The Stanley Plant” 
equipped with a four wheel hose cart and five hundred feet 
of hose. 

No new apparatus has been added this year. The wires 
of the Fire Alarm connecting the several factories have been 
renewed and a mile of underground wire placed in the con- 
duits. 

Arches and doors have been cut between rooms at the 
Central Station greatly improving the sleeping quarters and 
the convenience of the house in general. 

The Chief's and Assistant Chief's offices have been 
moved to the front of the building. 

New Protective Blankets, rubber boots, and coats for 
each Company, one thousand feet of hose, two . hundred 
feet of chemical hose, new suctions for each steamer, a new 
chief’s buggy, and a single light wagon suitable for carrying 
coal, blankets or extinguishers to small chimney fires, and 
other small and necessary supplies for the betterment of the 
department have been purchased. 

The West Pittsfield Engine House and hand engine have’ 
both been repaired. Six extinguishers and badges for the 
members have been purchased. 


FIRE ALARM. 


This branch of the service has given us very little trouble 
during the year other than on one or two occasions. Neither 
case was the trouble serious as there was no fire or box pulled. 
About one mile of underground was added and overhead 
wires taken down and all the city wires are underground 
where the conduits of the New England Telephone Company 
have been extended. There has been no repairs necessary 
to any of the underground system since it was first installed. 
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An epidemic of malicious mischief seems to have existed 
during the year of calling out the Department on false alarms, 
two boxes having been pulled in one evening. A sizeable 
reward offered by his Honor, the Mayor, has not as yet had 
the desired effect of the detention of the guilty parties. 


HORSES. 


The horses of the department are in good condition, no 
changes having been made during the year. The same num- 
ber (12) are in service as last year. 


HOSE. 


One thousand feet of 2!4 inch hose was purchased this 
year and four hundred feet disposed of to the Board of Public 
Works. We have now 8600 feet of serviceable hose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


As the Ward 2 Engine House is at this date so far from 
completion, it is impossible to fully estimate the require- 
ments of the Department. 

I would recommend that the wages of the permanent 
men be increased and also that new men be added as per- 
manent men as soon as it may be consistent with our appro- 
priation. 

While the most cordial feeling exists between the police 
and Fire departments, yet I would strongly urge that the 
Police Patrol wagon be taken from the Central Station and 
placed elsewhere, giving us the required room for our own 
apparatus, now housed in the old store house, which means a 
loss to us of valuable time when it is needed. 

That a whistle blowing machine be placed at the Electric 
Light Station. 

That a suitable motor be purchased for the purpose of 
charging our storage batteries for Fire Alarm use, to avoid 
burning or destroying them in case of reversed wire which 
has occured, but without serious results. 

That a proper system of ventilation be established at the 
Central Station so as to dispose of the gases from the stalls 
now injurious to paint and varnish on both apparatus and 
the house. 

To the members of the Honorable City Government, I 
wish to express thanks for their many courtesies and aid 
tendered the department. 
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To the members of the Fire Committee in behalf of the 
members of the Department, I thank them for their assist- 
ance and friendly feeling shown at all times. 


To the members of the department, I thank them for 
their faithfulness and earnest endeavors to protect the in- 
terests intrusted to them. 


And to all persons who have in any way aided us, I re- 
turn my warmest thanks.

To His Honor, THE MAYOR, AND THE HONORABLE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSFIELD:— 


GENTLEMEN:—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 
Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1905. 

The demands upon this department owing to the growth 
of the city are becoming larger and more varied each year. 
It is the policy of this board so far as possible, to 
cbtain work for those that are able to work and thus save the 
department from the cost of maintaining them. It seems 
to the members of this board that where aid is given to men 
able to work that they should be given employment by the 
city and the amount of aid given them deducted from their 
wages, and reimbursed to the credit of this department. 

Our report shows $1,872,08 of uncollected bills due Jan- 
uary 1st, 1906. This is partly due to the fact that the State 
appropriations for the Sick State Poor and Temporary Aid 
are exhausted and we are informed by the State Board of 
Charity that no payments can be made on these bills until 
next spring. Included ın the uncollected bills are two bills 
against individuals now in the hands of our City Solicitor for 
collection. These amount to $717.28 upon which we expect 
an early settlement.

The net expenditures of the year were $11,800.31, a 
cost of about $.472 per capita. Of the amount $7,498.23 
expended for Outside Relief, $5,929.74 was charged to the 
City of Pittsfield and the balance, $1,568.49 was expended 
for State Paupers and persons living in this City but having 
settlements in other cities and towns in the Commonwealth. 

The number of families aided were 144 comprising 179 
males and 252 females, making a total of 431 persons.. Forty- 
one persons were supported at hospitals in this city. 

Emergency Hospital, Pittsfield, 1 

House of Mercy, Pittsfield, 40 
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Eight persons having no settlement in the Common- 
wealth was sent to the State Almshouse at Tewksbury. 

There were three children committed to the State Board 
of Charity. Five children have been placed in homes where 
they have been legally adopted. 


HOSPITALS. 


The number of Hospital cases are increasing each year. 
There is a growing tendency on the part of Hospitals thru 
out the Commonwealth to charge Cities and Towns for the 
care of patients who are unable to pay. 

No doubt it is necessary for them to do this as a larger 
number of poor people are cared for now at the Hospitals than 
in former years for the reason that the physicians recommend 
that patients be sent where they receive good care under 
perfect sanitary conditions. 

Forty-one persons were supported at Hospitals in this 
City. The Commonwealth was paid for two cases. This was 
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for the care of a patient each at the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs 
and the Hospital for Epileptics. The bill was contracted 
during the year of 1901 and amounted to $424.82. | 

Forty persons were supported at the House of Mercy. 
The total amount paid was $998.95. Fifteen cases were 
charged to the State at an expense of $281; six cases were 
charged to other cities and towns at an expense of $290 and 
the remaining 18 cases were charged to the City of Pittsfield, 
amounting to $427.95. d |

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CITY FARM. 


Many improvements have been made in and on the City 
Farm buildings during the last year. One building has been 
covered with a first class roof of slate which adds greatly to 
the appearance of the building and greatly lessens the danger 
of fire. A new and modern bathroom has been put in on the 
second floor in the men’s apartments. The Warden’s ap- 
artments have been painted and papered and new hard wood 
floors laid. The bathroom connected with this apartment 
was old and unsanitary and a new and up to date bathroom 
has been put in this year. Most of these improvements 
have been paid for from the regular appropriation as the 
special appropriation of $500 for repairs at the City Farm 
was nearly all expended for repairs on the roofs. 

Under the careful care and management of the Warden, 
W. W. Shaw, the City Farm has improved from year to year 
until at the present time, we find that the capacity of the barn 
is much too small for the crops, and it is the opinion of the 
Overseers that more room should be provided this year. 

The number of inmates at the City Farm on January Ist, 
1905, was 34; 25 males and 9 females. There has been ad- 
mitted during the year 34, making a total of 68 persons sup- 
ported for different periods of time during the year. Twenty- 
three persons were discharged. Five of the inmates died 
leaving the number of inmates at City Farm on January 1st, 
1906, as 40; thirty males and ten females. The average 
life of the five persons who died during the year was over 68 
years; three were at the age of 74; one at 72, and the voungest 
at 48.

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REPORT OF SERVICE OF MAYOR’S WARRANT. 


The number of dogs returned by the Assessors were nine 
hundred and thirty-five males and seventy-five females, 
of this number one hundred and twenty-five had no dogs, 
fifteen had left the city, nine killed by owners, five were killed 
bv police officers, making the total number of dogs returned 
eight hundred and fifty-six. In addition to this number two 
hundred and seventy-two dogs not returned were found by 
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officer Hogan, making a total of ten hundred and twenty-five 
males and one hundred and three female dogs, all of the aggre- 
gate number of eleven hundred and twenty-eight dogs in the 
city, duly registered according to law. The taxes on six 
hundred and sixty-three of this number were collected by 
officer Hogan, who was detailed for this service. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would respectfully call the attention of your Honorable 
body to the Gamwell Police Signal System, most earnestly 
recommending its installation believing that with the con- 
stantly increasing population of the city, it would be a valuable 
and timely addition to the equipment of this department. I 
would also recommend the appointment of two additional 
patrolmen that the outlying districts might be better patroled. 


REMARKS. 


The interior of the Police Station has this year been 
thoroughly cleaned, the woodwork painted or varnished, the 
walls painted and papered and four new lockers added to the 
Patrolmen’s room, all of which is greatly appreciated by this 
department. 

During the year the Captain of Police was promoted to 
Chief, patrolman James F. Dean was promoted to Captain 
and Daniel P. Flynn was promoted to the rank of Sergeant. 
Three men were appointed to the regular force, one to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of the Chief, John Nichol- 
son, to accept the appointment as Sheriff of Berkshire County. 


William E. Dunn and William P. Lasch were appointed 
from the reserve force, Stephen W. Monks, was appointed 
from the Civil Service list to the regular force. Patrick J. 
Colbert, Daniel McColgan, Dennis Condon, Jedidiah N. 
Shepardson, Zadock G. Williams and Henry W. Zepf, were 
appointed to the reserve force, Zadock G. Williams accepted 
a position as express messenger on the road, that kept him 
out of the city so he could not work when he was called upon, 
and he was dropped from the reserve force, that leaves a va- 
cancy in the reserve force. 

Twenty-one sick or injured persons were cared for at the 
Police Station under the direction of the City Physician, Dr. 
W. A. Millett, number of visits made were eighty-one. This 
service was at all times promptly and efficiently performed. 
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The Matron, Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, cannot be commended 
. too highly for the painstaking and faithful service rendered 
this department. 

The discipline of the force has been good. I take great 
pleasure in commending to you the members of the depart- 
ment for their faithful attention to duty and for the efficient 
manner they have performed the duties intrusted to them. 

I desire to return my grateful acknowledgement to the 
members of this department for their faithful co-operation 
with me in the service of the city. 

To His Honor the Mayor, and the Honorable City Coun- 
cil, I desire to express my sincere thanks for the uniform and 
substantial support accorded me in the discharge of the many 
duties of this department. 

To His Honor Judge Joseph Tucker, Justice of the Dis- 
trict Court, Mr. Walter B. Smith, Clerk, Mr. Charles T. Plun- 
kett, Probation Officer, I wish to extend my sincere thanks 
for valuable advice rendered me in my official duty.

ORDINANCES 


OF THE 


City OF PITTSFIELD. 


PASSED IN THE YEAR 1905. 


No. 27. AN ORDINANCE Establishing the office of 
Clerk of Committees. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Pittsfield, as 
follows: 


Section I. The Mayor shall annually in the month of 
January appoint, subject to the confirmation of the Board of 
Aldermen, a Clerk of Committees, who shall be a legal voter 
and shall hold his office for one year from the first Monday in 
February of the year of his election, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. He may be removed at any time by the 
Mayor and Aldermen for sufficient cause, and a vacancy may 
be filled at any time for the unexpired term. 

Section 2. He shall act as clerk of all the standing com- 
mittees of the City Council and of each branch thereof, ex- 
cepting the committees on finance, claims, accounts and high- 
ways, bridges and culverts. He shall make a proper record 
in books kept for the purpose of all proceedings and trans- 
actions of such committees and keep a calendar of all meetings 
thereof. He shall submit to the city solicitor for his opinion 
necessary data for determining settlements in all cases of ap- 
plications for soldiers’ relief. He shall make estimates and 
computations, draw orders and reports and perform such other 
like duties as such committees shall require. 

Section 3. The salary of the Clerk of Committees shall 
be one hundred dollars per annum. 

Approved, January 16, 1905. 
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No. 28. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the making 
out of Bills for Water Rates. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. At least three days before each date when 
water rates become due, the Board of Public Works shall mail 
notice thereof and of the last day when discount is allowed, to 
each owner of premises charged with water rates and to each 
tenant who may make payment on such rates under the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of Chapter 15 of the General Ordinances 
of 1900. 

Section 2. The bills for water rates provided for in Sec- 
tion 23 of Chapter 4 of the General Ordinances, shall include 
bills against the persons liable therefor and against all tenants 
who may make payments thereon under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of Chapter 15 of the General Ordinances. Each bill 
shall contain the address of the debtor therein named. Bills 
for tenants shall be marked “Tenant of (Name of Landlord.)” 
The lists provided for in Section 23 of Chapter 4 of the Gen- 
eral Ordinances shall correspond in detail to such bills.

No. 29. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the office hours 
of the Assessors of Taxes. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 10 of Chapter 5 of the General Ordinances of 1900 
is hereby amended by striking out the third line thereof and by 
substituting in place thereof the words,—from 11 a. m. to 12 
m. from September 1 to April 30 in each year; and,—and by 
adding at the end thereof the words,—from May 1 to August 
31 in each year,—so as to year as follows: Section 10. The 
office of the assessors of taxes shall be open to the public daily, 
Sundays and legal holidays excepted, from 11 a. m. to 12 m. 
from September 1 to April 30 in each year; and from 9 a. m. 
to 12 m., and except Saturdays, from 2 to 5 p. m. from May 
T to August 31 in each year.

No. 31. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the Bonds of 
Certain City Officers. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Chief of Police shall give a bond in the 
sum of two thousand dollars, for the faithful discharge of 
the duties of his office. 

Section 2. The Clerk of the Board of Public Works 
shall give a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 

Section 3. The Superintendent of Poor shall give a 
bond in the sum of two thousand dollars for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. 

Section 4. The bonds of the City Treasurer, City Aud- 
itor, Tax Collector, City Clerk, Chief of Police, Clerk of the 
Board of Public Works and Superintendent of Poor shall re- 
spectively be in form satisfactory to the City Solicitor and the 
surety shall be a corporation organized for the purpose of 
acting as surety on bonds, duly qualified to do business in 
this commonwealth, and approved by the committee on finance. 
The premiums on such bonds shall be paid by the city and 
shall be charged to the appropriation for miscellaneous ex- 
penses.

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No. 36. AN ORDINANCE, To Revise and Codify 
the Ordinances Relative to Fire Department. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. A Fire Department is hereby established. 
It shall consist of a chief engineer, one assistant engineer, 
two captains who shall be permanent firemen, five foremen 
who shall be call firemen, one foreman who shall be a volun- 
teer fireman, a maximum number of fifteen permanent fire- 
men, a maximum number of fifty call firemen, and a maxi- 
mum number of fifty volunteer firemen. 

Section 2. There shall be two companies of permanent 
firemen to be known respectively as Central Fire Company 
and Morningside Fire Company. Each permanent company 
shall be commanded by a captain. Central Fire Company 
shall consist of a maximum number of twelve permanent fire- 
men. Morningside Fire Company shall consist of a maxi- 
mum number of three permanent firemen. | 

Section 3. There shall be five companies of call firemen, 
to be known respectively as Engine Company No. ı, Engine 
Company No. 2, Engine Company No. 3, Hook and Ladder 
Company and Protective Company. ‚Each of these compan- 
ies shall be commanded by a foreman who shall be a call 
fireman. Each shall consist of a maximum number of ten 
call firemen. 

Section 4. There shall be a West Pittsfield Engine 
Company to consist of a maximum number of fifty volunteer 
firemen. The officers of this company shall be a foreman, 
two assistant foremen, a clerk and a treasurer. 

Section 5. The chief engineer shall assign all officers, 
except the assistant chief, and all members to companies and ' 
may transfer officers or members from one permanent com- 
pany to another and from one call company to another. 

Section 6. The chief engineer, assistant engineer, cap- 
tains and all other permanent firemen shall devote their time 
to the business of the Fire Department. 

Section 7. The officers and members of the Depart- 
ment shall hold their respective offices until removed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen for cause sufficient in their discretion, 
or until their offices are otherwise vacated. 
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Section 8. The Mayor and Aldermen may suspend any 
officer or member of the Department for cause sufficient in 
their discretion. The chief engineer by order in writing may 
suspend any officer or member who shall refuse to obey the 
orders of his superiors or who shall be guilty of improper 
or disorderly conduct, for a period not exceeding 30 days or 
impose a fine not to exceed in amount the salary of one month, 
and may impose both penalties. There shall be a right of 
appeal to the Mayor and Aldermen from any decision of the 
chief engineer hereunder; provided that such appeal in writ- 
ing shall be filed with the City Clerk within ten days from 
the date of such suspension or fine. 


Section 9. A person appointed an officer or member of 
the Department who fails to qualify at the office of the City 
Clerk within seven days of his appointment shall be deemed 
to have declined the same. Any member who shall remove 
from the city shall be deemed to have withdrawn from the 
Department. 


Section 10. Each fireman shall faithfully observe and 
obey all laws and regulations for the government of the Fire 
Department and the orders of all officers appointed over him. 
Each officer shall obey the lawful orders of all his superior 
officers. 


Section II. The chief engineer shall have charge of the 
extinguishing of fires and the protection of life and property 
in case of fire. He shall be responsible for the discipline, good 
order and proper conduct of the officers and men constituting 
the Fire Department. He shall have the care and superin- 
tendence of the engines, fire hooks, ladder carriages and lad- 
ers, the buildings, fixtures and equipments, and of all ap- 
paratus owned by the city and used for extinguishing fires; 
and shall cause the same to be kept in repair or renewed; 
and shall make all necessary alterations therein and additions 
thereto. If any purchase or contract involves an amount ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars, the order or contract shall also 
be signed by the Mayor and the Auditor. The chief en- 
gineer shall make such rules and regulations for the proper 
government of the Department and for the extinguishment 
of fires as he shall from time to time deem expedient. 
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Section 12. The chief engineer shall have sole and ab- 
solute control and command of all other officers and members of 
the Department and of other persons present at fires. In 
case of the absence of the chief engineer at a fire the assistant 
engineer shall, during such absence, have and exercise all the 
power and authority of the chief engineer, and shall perform 
the duties of his office; and if neither engineer be present, the 
captain, who first arrives at the fire, and in the absence of 
both captains, the foreman first arriving, shall exercise such 
authority and perform such duties until the arrival of his su- 
perior officer. | 


Section 13. The chief engineer shall keep exact rolls 
of the several companies, specifying the name, age, occupa- 
ticn, residence and date of admission and discharge of each 
officer and member of the Department. He shall keep an 
accurate account of all property belonging to the Department. 
He shall annually, in January, make to the City Council a 
detailed report of the condition of the Department, of losses 
and accidents by fire during the preceding municipal year, 
with all ascertainable causes thereof, and of the description 
of the buildings and other property injured or destroyed, the 
estimated value thereof, the amount of insurance thereon and 
the names of the owners. 


Section 14. The chief engineer shall be superintendent 
of the fire alarm system. 


Section 15. The chief engineer shall notify the Board 
of Aldermen in writing whenever in his judgment an in- 
vestigation should be made by the Board of Aldermen under 
the provisions of Section 5 of Chapter 32 of the Revised 
Laws and it shall be his duty to keep informed as to the 
presence of combustible materials or the existence of condi- 
tions liable to cause fire in any building or upon any premises 
within the city. 


Section 16. Upon the death, resignation or absence of 
the chief engineer, or of his inability to perform the duties of 
his office, the assistant engineer shall perform such duties; 
and if he is also absent or unable from any cause to perform 
such duties, they shall be performed by such captain as the 
Mayor may from time to time designate until the chief en- 
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gineer or assistant engineer is able to attend to said duties or 
until the vacancy is filled as provided by law. 

Section 17. The captains and foremen shall keep accu- 
rate rolls of their respective companies. 

Section 18. No intoxicating liquors shall be carried into 
any of the buildings used by the Department. No gambling 
shall be permitted therein. 


Section 19. No unauthorized person shall, except in 
case of fire, open any signal box connected with the fire alarm 
system, or interfere with the wires or poles or other supports 
of the wires; or injure any part of the fire apparatus, or drive 
or ride any carriage or other vehicle over or across any hose 
or other apparatus in use at a fire or upon any alarm of fire. 
The chief engineer shall prosecute every person who shall in- 
tentionally raise a false alarm of fire. 

Section 20. No occupant of any building or room in 
which there is a hatchway or trap door shall suffer the same 
to be left open at night. 


Section 21. No part of the fire apparatus shall be taken 
from the city: or used for other than Fire Department pur- 
poses without permission of the mayor. 


SALARIES. 


SECTION 22. The compensation of the officers and mem- 
bers of the Fire Department shall be at the following annual 
rates: 

Chief engineer, thirteen hundred dollars. 

Assistant engineer, one thousand dollars. 

Permanent firemen, who in addition to other duties are 
engineers of steamers, eight hundred and fifty dollars. 

All other permanent firemen, seven hundred and fifty 
dollars. 

Bunkers who receive no other compensation from the city, 
each seventy dollars. 

Foremen of call companies, each fifty dollars. 

Call firemen, each, forty dollars. 

The compensation of the call firemen shall be paid quar- 
terly. Call firemen shall be paid at the rate of forty cents

per hour for services rendered at the place of a fire by order 
of an engineer after the apparatus. has been returned to its 
station. 

Section 23. The officers and members of the West 
Pittsfield Engine Company and of any volunteer company 
hereafter established shall serve without compensation. 

Section 24. Permanent officers and firemen shall be en- 
titled to vacations without loss of pay not exceeding fourteen 
days in each year, to be arranged at the discretion of the chief 
engineer. Permanent firemen shall be allowed one day of 
twenty-four consecutive hours in every eight days, to be ar- 
ranged at the discretion of the chief engineer. 


Section 25. The chief engineer shall certify to the 
Auditor the amount of any fine imposed hereunder and such 
fine shall be deducted by the Auditor from the stated com- 
pensation of the person fined. 


Section 26. An officer of the Department or any mem- 
ber thereof injured while on actual duty, shall be entitled to 
pay for the time of services necessarily lost in consequence 
until otherwise ordered by the Board of Aldermen, the fact 
of the disability being proved to the satisfaction of the chief 
engineer and certified to by the city physician. 


Section 27. Section 12 of Chapter 32 of the Revised 
Laws is hereby accepted. 


REPEAL.

No. 37. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the Inspection 
of Wiring in Buildings. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 


Section I. No person shall construct within a building 
a wiring system which is designed to carry an electric light, 
heat or power current until the owner or person constructing 
the same shall have filed with the supervisor of wires a plan 
thereof showing the whole wiring system within the building 
and the points of connection with outside circuits. No person 
shall add to or alter within a building any portion of the wir- 
ing system which is designed to carry an electric light, heat 
or power current (except to make necessary repairs) until 
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the owner or person constructing the same shall have filed 
with the supervisor of wires a plan thereof and of such por- 
tions of the whole wiring system within the building and the 
points of connection with outside circuits as the supervisor of 
wires shall require. 

Section 2. No person shall commence the work provided 
for in such plans until they are approved in writing by the 
supervisor of wires. Plans and specifications shall be approved 
or rejected within one week of the time of filing. After a plan 
has been approved, no alteration of the same shall be allowed, 
except on a new application and permit as provided in this 
section. 

Section 3. No wires specified in Section One shall be 
covered or concealed from view until approved by the super- 
visor of wires, who shall examine the same within three week 
days (legal holidays excepted) after notice that they are 
ready for inspection. No electric current shall be turned upon 
such wires until they shall have been approved in writing by 
the supervisor of wires. 

Section 4. The rules and regulations of the National 
Electric code as established from time to time shall be the 
Standard for wiring.

No. 38. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to the compensa- 
tion of Police Officers for time lost by reason of injuries. 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 9 of Chapter 13 of the General Ordinances of 
1900 is hereby amended by striking out said section and in- 
serting in place thereof the following :—Section 9. An officer 
injured while on actual duty, shall be entitled to pay for the 
time of services necessarily lost in consequence until otherwise 
ordered by the Board of Aldermen, the fact of the disability 
being proved to the satisfaction of the Chief of Police and 
certified to by the City Physician. 

Approved June 19, 1905. 

No. 39. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to rubbish in 
streets and other public places. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 
Section 10 of Chapter 11 of the General Ordinances of 
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1900 is hereby amended by striking out the word,—any,—at 
the end of the second line and inserting in place thereof the 
words,—or in any place where the same might be blown or 
carried upon such street, lane, alley or public place by the 
wind or otherwise, any papers,—so as to read as follows :— 
Section 10. No person shall place or cause to be placed in 
any street, lane or alley or other public place in the city or in 
any place where the same might be blown or carried upon 
such street, lane, alley or public place by the wind or other- 
wise, any papers, house dirt, ashes, filth, or any other kind 
of rubbish, or distribute any handbills, circulars, pamphlets, 
advertisements or other papers. 
Approved June 19, 1905. 


No. 40. AN ORDINANCE, Establishing the office of 
Assistant City Clerk. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows: 

There shall be an Assistant City Clerk who shall be ap- 
pointed by the City Clerk with the approval of the Mayor. 
Iie shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties, 
shall hold office until his successor is appointed and qualified 
and may be removed at any time by the City Clerk with the 
approval of the Mayor. He shall assist the City Clerk in 
the performance of the duties of his office, and shall discharge 
the duties of the City Clerk when that officer is absent, or 
when there is a vacancy in that office. The compensation of 
the Assistant City Clerk shall be paid from the appropriation 
for clerical assistance in the Department.

the working plans thereof, which shall show cross sections 
and the size of timbers, together with the specifications.

Chapter 17 of the General Ordinances of 1900 is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of the sixth section thereof the

All excavations shall be properly guarded and protected 
so as to prevent the same from becoming dangerous to life or 
limb or adjoining property, and shall be sheet-piled whenever 
necessary to prevent the adjoining earth from caving in. 

standard footing courses of stone or concrete shall be 
provided under the foundation walls and piers of all build- 
ings, except 

First: Wooden buildings, to be used exclusively for 
dwelling houses, and containing not more than two tene- 
ments, not exceeding forty feet in height, and covering an 
area of not more than two thousand square feet of land. 

Second: Wooden buildings other than dwelling houses, 
not exceeding eighteen feet in height and covering an area 
of not more than one thousand square feet of land, and hav- 
ing the external walls covered with tin, iron or other non- 
combustible material.

Section 1. Election wardens, clerks and inspectors shall 
receive five dollars per day for each day’s actual service. 
Deputy officers shall receive two dollars for attendance at the 
opening of the polls. Provided, however, that for services in 
place of an absent officer, a deputy officer shall receive only 
the compensation provided for principal officers. 

Section 2. Section 4 of Chapter 9 of the General Or- 
dinances of 1900 is hereby repealed.

Section 2. The Auditor of Accounts shall hold his office 
until the election and qualification of his successor, unless . 
sooner removed in accordance with the provisions of Section ` 
20, of Chapter 302 of the Acts of 1895, or in accordance with 
any general law. 

Section 3. When a vacancy occurs in the officer of 
Auditor of Accounts, the person elected to fill such vacancy 
shall hold the office until the end of the unexpired term of 
the person last holding such office. 

Section 4. So much of Section 9 of Chapter 4 of the 
General Ordinances of Igoo as is inconsistent herewith is 
hereby repealed.

Boundaries of Wards. 


As Established by an Order of the City Council approved 
by the Mayor April 17, 1905, as amended December 30, 1905. 
(In effect for elections at the Annual State Election in 1906.) 


Ward One—Commencing at the city limits on West 
street and running easterly on West street to a point south 
of Onota lake, said point being 393% feet west of a point 
midway between the stone piers or posts at the entrance to 
the driveway leading to Mr. H. C. Valentine’s house, and it 
is 1864 35-100 feet westerly of the westerly line of Valentine 
road; thence northerly at a right angle with West street to 
the border of the lake; thence around the easterly border of 
the lake to a point in Burbank park, said point being in line 
of Lake avenue extended westerly to the lake; thence easterly 
on said line to Lake avenue and on Lake avenue to and across 
Onota street and continuing easterly across lands to the junc- 
tion of Seymour and Wahconah streets, with the three tene- 
ment houses of Edward Enkleman in Ward Six and the house 
and store of Mrs. Joseph Schiller in Ward One; thence south- 
erly on Wahconah street to its junction with Russell terrace; 
thence easterly on Russell terrace to its junction with North 
street ; thence northerly on North street to Crane avenue, near 
the former residence of the late W. F. Gale, said property 
now being owned by Charles K. Ferry; thence easterly on 
Crane avenue to Partridge street near the residence of the 
late William F. Milton; thence northerly on Partridge street 
past the residence of the late Thomas Barber to the city 
limits, thence westerly on the line between Lanesboro and 
Pittsheld to the northwest corner of the city; thence south- 
erly, westerly and southerly on the line between Hancock and 
Pittsfield to West street, the place of beginning. 


Ward Two—Commencing at a point on the Boston and 
Albany railroad in the line of Cherry street extended south; 
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thence northerly along said line of Cherry street extended and 
Cherry street to its junction with Lincoln street; thence 
westerly on Lincoln street to its junction with Second street; 
thence northerly on Second street to its junction with Orchard 
street; thence westerly on Orchard street to its junction with 
North street; thence northeasterly on North street to its junc-

The general health of the city for the past year has been 
excellent. There have been no epidemics of any character. It 
is believed by this Board that this may, in a measure, be due to 
the improved sanitary conditions in the city resulting from the 
large number of dwellings which were connected with the sewer 
during the past, and the thorough cleaning of premises adjacent 
to houses. 


WEST BRANCH OF THE HOUSATONIC RIVER. 


With the details of the work done by the Mayor and 
the special committee} appointed in accordance with his 
recommendation in his message of 1905, in co-operation with 
this Board, you are already familiar. We think that the Mayor 
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is to be commended for the valuable work accomplished under 
his direction in beautifying one of the most unsightly sections 
of this city. After considerable difficulty with some abutting 
land owners your Board was able to abolish, as it believes, all 
drains discharging house refuse into the stream with’ the excep- 
tion of Jordan avenue, the condition of which will be remedied 
in the spring when connections with the new sewer, laid through 
that street last autumn, can be enforced. Much remains to be 
done with this stream by so extending our sewage system that 
large manufacturing corporations may dispose of their waste in 
this river. In connection we desire to call attention to the fll- 
tration plant installed by the Pontoosuc Woolen Manufacturing 
Co. This plant has been operated for over a year with entire 
satisfaction to the company, which removes substantially all 
waste from the water and furnishes the company with valuable 
products. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


During the past year we have endeavored to enforce strictly 
the requirements of the laws in relation to sewer connections 
which has resulted in the addition of one hundred and eighty- 
nine (189) dwellings to the city’s sewage system. This has not 
been accomplished without resort to drastic measures. Some- 
thing like forty persons have been summoned before the Dis- 
trict Court for failure to comply either with our orders or with 
the requirements of the ordinances. All of this number have 
either pleaded guilty or been so adjudged by the Court, and in all 
but three cases the work desired has been accomplished. Three 
fines have been imposed upon the persons who failed to do the 
work ordered by the Court and this Board, and in these cases the 
work will be completed this spring. A thorough canvas has been 
made of all houses remaining unconnected, and notices have 
been served during the present year upon their owners requir- 
ing their compliance with the sewer regulations. It is our in- 
tention to rigidly enforce these regulations during the coming 
y ear. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We would respectfully recommend the extension of the 
sewer system to the plants of all the large manufacturing com- 
panies as rapidly as the city can do the work. We think it de- 
sirable that sewers should be installed upon the following 
streets: South Church street, between Center street and the Ea- 
ton-Hurlbut Paper company, McArthur street, on Linden street, 
west of Onota street, Fern and Harris streets, West Housatonic 
street, west of the N. Y., N. H. € H. R. R. bridge, Terrace 
avenue and Summit avenue. 

The laying of a larger water pipe at the detention hospi- 
tal, the present pipe being inadequate for the work required. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


We would particularly recommend that physicians and the 
public make a strong effort. to assist this Board in obtaining full 
information as to the existence of this disease. The State Board 
of Health is waging an active campaign against this malady. It 
cannot be combatted successfully without the co-operation of 
physicians and of the infected, and we particularly desire that 
all known cases should be reported to us. The Board will 
fumigate all houses where death has occurred from tuberculosis 
or where a house has had a case of the disease in it, by this 
means preventing the spread of the same. The Board will also 
furnish «printed directions for the care of the tubercular. 

The Board desires to thank Chief White for the efficient 
and ready assistance we have at all times received from his de- 
partment, and to particularly express our appreciation of the 
valuable service rendered us by Officer Hogan, who has been 
detailed for our work, and who has discharged his disagreeable du- 
ties promptly, efficiently, and with rare good judgment.

In regard to the milk supply and in regard to facilities for 
testing milk, 1 would offer information and suggestion for your 
consideration. 

In years gone by the competition in the sale of miik has 
been so keen that the standard of the product sold has been on 
the average quite considerably above the standard required by 
law. In fact, milk that only came up to the legal requirement 
was considered very poor milk in Pittsfield and was hardly sala- ' 
ble. But with a rapidly increasing population and much greater 
milk consumption, without any corresponding increase in the 
number of milch animals kept, the incentive which results from 
a sharp competition is no longer felt, and the standard quality 
of milk sold while in the main is all or more that the law re- 
quires, is yet not so uniformly high as it used to be five or six 
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years ago. Evidence of this is furnished by the fact that, while 
the State Board of Health has for years had its agents take sam- 
ples of milk from the Pittsfield milk carts, it has never until the 
past year felt the occasion for instituting any legal proceedings. 

Again, the local demand is increasingly in excess of the local 
supply, and our dealers are more and more under the necessity 
of buying their milk supply from producers in the surrounding 

towns and even of having it shipped in by rail from distances 
as far out as fifty miles. They are thus very largely at the mer- 
cy of producers who are not in any way within the reach or con- 
trol of your Inspector. In order to protect them as far as pos- 
sible, 1 have encouraged the bringing of samples of such milk to 
my office for the purpose of having it tested and often with ben- 
eficial results to our dealers. One instance in point may be men- 
tioned. One of our licensed dealers, who buys about one-third 
of the milk which he peddles, had during the summer complaints. 
from his customers, Knowing that the milk produced by his own 
herd could not be at fault, he requested tests of the milk which 
he bought from a producer in a neighboring town. The tests 
showed it to be uniformly below standard. Upon an explana- 
tion being required of the party furnishing this poor milk, he 
admitted that he had put a lump of ice in each can to keep the 
milk cool and that perhaps the ice melted. 

Apart from the periodical taking of samples of milk, I would 
suggest that our dealers have increased facilities for having their 
product voluntarily tested and to this end I would suggest that. 
the city furnish proper conveniences for the work in the way of 
centrally located premises (if possible in the City Hall) where 

-milk samples could conveniently be received and promptly ex- 
amined and reported on. The requirements of such a conven- 
ience are not great, viz: A moderate sized room, good light, 
artificial or other, a bench, shelves, sink, running water, and 
facilities for heating water such as could be obtained from a gas 
pipe and a Bunsen burner.
